CAILLAUX FREED; 
HINTS AT REVENGE 


Though Refusing Interview, He 
intimates That He Will Re- 
‘sume Activities Later.

former French’ Premier, who on Thurs- 
day was convicted by the High Court-of 
‘commerce and correspondence with 
the enemy,’ has been set free. He ar- 


rived at his home in Paris shortly bé- 
fore 1 o’clock this afternoon. 

M. Caillaux was accompanied by his 
wife and several friends. He refused 
to make. a statement to the newspaper 
men, saying only that he would not be 
in Paris on May 1. 

Jules Steeg, the Minister ofthe In- 
terior, sent the Prefect of Police to 
Neuilly this morning to inform M. 
Caillaux regarding the decree. of the 
court which prevents him from living in 
certain places. As the High Court had 
not given special orders in this: regard, 
the ordnary formula of the Ministry 
‘of the Interior was used. This bars, 
the persén to whom it is applied“ from 
living in the Department of the Seine, 
and Seine-Oise, part of the Department 
of the Seine-Marne, several of the large 
towns of France and certain p&rts. of 
the frontier Departments. 

- The release of Caillaux today was 
ordered: on the theory that all hfs time 
since his arrest on January 14, 1918, 
had been spent in a cell, which would 
entitle him to a reduction of nine months 


making . his total prison term: twenty- 
séven months. Under the prison regula- 
tions nine months in a cell constitute 
a year’s detention. Caillaux, having

Cheese Club Enthusiastic, Al- 
though Crowds All. but Blot 
Out the Procession. 





Whatever else New York may want 
to do about the high cost of living, it 
doésn’t want to parade about it. That 
was proved: yesterday when, after a 
week of publicity and preparation, 249 
persons participated in the. economy 
parade Inaugurated by the Cheese. Club 
as a prelude to-an .organized and per- 
sistefit popular fight against profiteer- 
ing. 

So far as the club is concerned, it 
went through -with its program. pre- 
cisely as it had been anno’ , but the 
promised support which led enthusiastic 
sponsors of this city’s particular form of 
the overalis “strike ’”’ to predict any- 
where from 10,000 to 60,00. marchers | 
just wasn’t there. 

About forty members of the club ap-~- 
peared in overalls. For the rest the 
straggling dittle: column that went. over 
the: appointed route from Columbus Cir-. 
ele down Highth “Awenne ‘to. “Pwehty- 
hited: * ‘Btreet, sabross, to. Broadway and 
back te: the Circle; consisted ‘ 
largely of persons frankly participatin 
for thé sake: of the advertising they 
could get.- 

It was a good natured, grinning little 
column that dribbled along through 
crowds that pretty well blotted’ it ‘out 
at ‘points and that left great*empty gaps 

of. indifferen: along the sidewalks in 
other parts HE here were a few cheers, 
almost as ca@fsily countable as the narcli- 
era’ themselves, there -was some hand- 
clapping and there were a very great 
many laughs and smiles. 

But viewed as the formal start.of a 
battle against the high price of necessi- 
tiés, ‘such ‘as it was heralded to be, the 
affair was simply and flatly .a failure. 
It’ didn't even cause a ripple down in 
the garment manufacturers’ district, and 
its progress past the. Broadway. clothing 
stores left. those stores—and their prices 
—precisely where they were. There were 
those who feared that those same efores 
might come in for unpleasant attentions 
of a sort that would cause police activ- 
ity, but there wasn’t so much,as a hoot 
in their direction. 

An Aspect of Earnestness. , 

Over in WBighth Avenue, where 
blocks lined with comparatively low- 
priced stores+are topped WH rows and 
rows of tenements, there was some 
slight aspect of earnestness, but ho- 
where e¢lse. Im those -blocks poorly 
dressed. women, . with -their children, 
lined the curbs and applauded, and

WARNS RAILBOARD 
MEN ARE IMPATIENT 


Shea of ile Brotherhood 
Asserts Strikes Occur Because 
~ Families Face Starvation. 








ASKS: PAY. OF $6.50 A DAY 





‘Declares People Will No Longer 
Be Patriotic to be Plundered, 
Patient to be Pauperized.

WASHINGTON, April 24,—Timothy 
Shea, Vice President of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive - Firemen, warned the 
Railroad Labor Board today of the dan- 
ger of delaying wage increases to the 
2,000,000 railroad workers. Mr. Shea 
presented the demands of the firemen 
and hostiers for @ basic living wage of 
$6.50 per day, with differentials for re- 
sponsibility, skill, experience and the 
increase in the cost of living since the 
demands were first presented last June. 

Mr. Shea told the board that the: les- 
son to be learned from the steel, coal 
and railroad strikes was that ‘‘ men 
will not work when they cannot live de- 
éently on the wages they are paid.” 
Experts, he said, estimated a living. 
/-Wage at $2,250 annually. - Mr. Shea said 
‘thet when he urged the striking railroad 
men in the Bastern terminalia to réturfi 
to their jobs, theit reply. was," Wé and 
our families were starving at work; Wé 
cannot keép our children irf school, and 
we decided we might just as well starve 
not working.’’ ; 

‘We were patriotic,’’ he said, ‘* while 
the thousands and tens of thousands of 
war milliondires were being created. 
We: havé been patient while.the prof- 
iteers- have paused .in their orgy of 
spending. ill-gotten gains only long 
enough to skyrocket prices stiji higher 
and make a ‘mockery of our Govern- 
ment’s promise that living costs would 
be’ reduced. 

** Gentlemen, the time has come when 
‘our people say they will no longer be 
patriotic only to be plundered, nor pa- 
tient only to be pauperized. They have 
learned by bitter experience that their 
landiords are not ‘ patriotic,’ and that 
their grocers ate not'’ patient.’’ They 
are fed upon promises, and they are 
aead, dog-tired of delays.’’ 

Urges Principle of Living Wage. 

Mr. Shea introduced statistical exhibits 
in support of his views, put the burdea 
of his argument Was on the unportance 
of the estavlushment of the principe of 
the living wage. 

“This principle has already been of- 
fictaliy and authoritatively recognized,”’ 
said Mr. Shea. “‘As to wartime meas~ 
ure it received the support of the Feu- 
eral Government’ in President Wilson's 
proclamation creating the National War 
Labor Board. At Faris; in ‘negotiating 
the Treaty of Peace after the war, tnis 
same. principle -receiyed the sanction of 
the enlightened opinion of the civilized 
world, and the guarantee of a living 
wage for industrial workers was em- 
bod.ed in the so-called labor provisions 
of the final draft of the Treaty of Peace. 
It was recegnized and accepted as fun- 
damental by the majority report of the 
President's coal commission, which says 
that ‘in ‘arriving at the present wage 
award we were guided by the principle 
that every industry must support its 
workers in accordance with the Ameri- 
can standard of living.’ A further sanc- 
tion of the principle was given in a 
clear-cut and unequivocal form by the 
industrial conference recently called by 
President Wilson for thg purpose of for-

that they had lost their seniority. 

McHugh eaid also that other locals in 
Jersey. city and Hoboken were voting 
on the proposal to strike again. 

Say It’s Effort to Deceive men.

Premiers Smiling After Session. 

SAN REMO,: April 24 (Associated 
Press).—Premier Lloyd George of Great 
Britain and Premier Millerand of France 
have Zome to q full understanding con- 
cerning Germany.

FARMS FOR PRISONERS| 


Elmsford Inmates May Keep the 
"Profits from Soil Worked by 
Them in Spare Time. 


ELMSFORD, April 24.—“ A farm for 
every offender,’’ is: the new motto at 
the. fashionable Westchester County 
penitentiary in Elmsford. nmates today 
began ploughing individual: gardens ex- 
clusively for their own use. The prison- 
ers can now earn money while serving 
times : 

.. Under a plan ‘adopted by V. Everit/ 
Macy, Corrections Commissioner, every 
industrious prisoner is to have a little 
‘‘ farm” of his own. The prisoners. are 
to work thé gardens on their space time, 
after their day’s toil for the instigition 
is over. Whatever produce Ahey raise 
in the individual gardens is to be their 
own. When they go-home they can take 
their products with them and, if need 
be, the penitentiary will transport the 
produce for them. In this way, prison- 
ers with families Gan cut down the. high 
cost of living by sending the garden 
truck home either before- they are re- 
leased or after discharged, as the case 
may be. Any single man who has no 
domestic use for the vegetables easily 
can turn them into cash. The péni- 
téntiary officials will sell their produce 
for the if requested. Warden McClellan 
asserted that the individual garden plan 
has fired many prisoners with en us- 
jasm and enterprise.

SAMANA BAY. 

In supporting his proposal for an ade- 
quate naval base in the Caribbean, Sen- 
ator Kinc of Utah says that he has 
expert authority for the opinion that 
the Atlantic fleet needs more room than 
is available at Guantanamo. He sug- 
gests negotiations with Haiti for a con- 
cession at Port au Prince. ‘Samana Bay, 
on the eastern coast of San Domingo, is 
said to be the preference of naval offi- 
cers. It provides.one of the safest an- 
chorages in the West Indies, and for rea- 
sons other than security it.is desirable. 
In 1871 President GRANT, by direction 
of Congress, sent a commission to the 
Dominican Republic to report upon its 
political condition, the desire of .its peo- 
ple for annexation to the United States, 
the resources, climate and topography of 
the country, and all that could be learned 
about concessions to aliens... The Sen- 
ate had lately rejected a treaty nego- 
tiated by the President for the annexa- 
tion of San Domingo, after charges of 
corruption had been made against a 
Commissioner who had been sent to the 
Dominican Republic to test. the assur- 
ance of President Barz that the people 
would welcome annexation. It was at 
the desire of President GRANT that Con- 
gress adopted the resolution upon which 
he acted. when a commission of three was 
dispatched to San Domingo. The report 
it made fully vindicated, the President 
said in transmitting the report to Con- 
gress, “the purity of the motives and 
action of those who represented the 
United States in the negotiations.” 

The three Commissioners spent sevefal 
months in San Domingo and made a 
study of the country, giving special at- 
tention to social, economic and political 
conditions. In view of. President Wi- 
SON’S policy toward San Domingo today, 
it is interesting to remember that the 
commission of 1871 consulted “ all classes 
in all parts of the republic,” and re- 
ported a general desire among them for 
intervention by the United States to 

“end the efforts.and hopes of every se- 
“ditious revolutionary leader, and estab- 
“lish law, order and prosperity.” For 
some time our Government had enjoyed 
the. use of Samana Bay as a naval sta- 
tion, in consideration of a certain rental, 
but the United States was in arrears, as 
the commission reminded Congress. It 
had this to say about Samana Bay: 


It is at the northeastern extremity 
- of the, island; is thirty miles long by 
-ahout ten milés broad, and is. suffi- 
“ciently commodious for the largest 
fleets: It. ds well protected, from the 
.Siwinds, especially. those of the north- 
east, by the mountains of the penin- 
SQla. Its entranoe presents no obstacle 
- to ships of the largest draught, is nar- 
rewer than that of the harbor of St. 
“Thomas, but is the more easily forti-* 
> fied on that account..*°* * Its situa-" 
_ tion gives it easy: command of the Mona 
- Passage, the most important eastern 
avenue to the Gulf of Mexico, whose 
importance wilt be immensely en- 
=“hanced “should ‘any Tew passage be 
> operied “to ‘the’ world’s “Conimerce 
through ‘the Isthmus of Darién. “To 
any.

POLLING 125,000. VOTERS. 
The Literary Digest reports a second 
installment of its poll of -11,000,000 
voters on their Presidential preferences. 
The total up to date is 125,000, and the 


“results it shows are in many respects 


carious. The one thing they show with 
certainty is that many voters are dis- 


“regarding partisanship in a way seldom 


matched and never exceeded. Men and 


licans vote for Democratic candidates, 
and vice versa. For instance, despite Mr. 
Hoover’s declaration that he did not 
want and would not accept the Demo- 
cratie nomination, he leads all the other 
candidates in the number of Democratic 
votes received. If this is thought a 
vagary on the part of The Digest’s read- 
ers, it is enough to say that the Demo- 
cratic voters of Michigan also put Mr. 
Hoover at the head of their primary 
poll, even though his refusal to accept a 
Democratic nomination had: ‘been: made 
before that primary was hetd, 


If this is thought strange, ‘how much 
stranger must it be considered that Sen- 
ator JOHNSON gets more Democratic 
votes than any other candidate except 
Mr. McApoo, who beats him by only 
twenty-nine votes.. Governor EDWARDS 
heads the list of purely Democratic can- 
didates, but that is only because he re- 
ceived a very heavy Republican vote. 
More than one-third as many Repub- 
licans voted for the Jerseyman as did 
Democrats. 

If the Edwards vote shows anything, 
it shows that the disposition to disregard 
party ties is not. confined to Democrats, 
although whatever Republican discontent 
there may be seems to be solely over the 
Prohibition Amendment. Another sig- 
nificant item in the poll-is the heavy 
vote cast for Governor CooLIDcE as sec- 
ond’ choice. If -this*‘fedling should be 
reflected in the convention, it would mean 
that CooLipGE would be the dark horse 
in case of a deadlock. 

It is, of course, unsafe to rest any pre- 
dictions on such polls as these, even when 
conducted on ‘such an ambitious scale 
as that of The ‘Digest. For instance, 
CHARLES M. SCH'waB has 127 votes on 
the Republican side, and .on the Demo- 
cratic Side ex-Senator Bamry, who is not 
a candidate and wil] not be, receives 212 
votes—only 100 less than Senator Hitcu- 
cock—while another declared candidate, 
Senator OWEN, hak cnly: 54.

CAPTAINS OF INDUSTRY. 
The meeting in memory of ANDREW 
CARNEGIE today is almost as much a 
tribute to a type as to a man, and is a 
warning that an era of industrial im- 
portance may be closed by natural and 
artificial limitations unless care to the 
contrary be taken. CARNEGIE was one of 
the captains of industry who once were 
held in highest esteem, then passed 
under popular disapproval and gavern- 
mental discipline. When this captain 
of industry sold out to the foremost 
captain of finance the bargain’ was said 
to be the biggest conveyance of personal 
belongings ever made by one man at one 
time, and was subject to bitterest criti- 
cism as security juggling. The bargain 
afterward was cause of prosecution by 
the Government as a combination in re- 
straint of trade. ¥ 


VaIL, GARY, Hii, HARRIMAN, SCHWAB, 
MORGAN, Epison and others too many to 
name, living and dead, some born rich, 
others self-made from humblest begin- 
nings; are of the Carnegie type, and 
are passing from the stage CARNEGIE has 
left. Is the nation better or worse for 
their careers? Are they in the wrong, 
and are their critics right? These are 
serious questions, and right answers 
mean much to Americans, morally, polit- 
ically and economically, 

. What distinguishes this type as Amer- 
ican is that its representatives practice 
“ quantity production,” in which we excel 
all other nations. .English captains of 
industry are traders, buyers and sellers, 
and carriers between nations at whole- 
sale, and among themselves at retail, 
both on a great scale. Frenchmen are 
distinguished for their leadership in 
luxury and taste. Russians just now 
are distributers rather than producers, 
under the leadership of those who have 
promised prosperity to the workers by 
dividing what they have not produced, 
The Russian type is the easiest to imi- 
tate, and there are more representatives 
of it in more lands than any other. The 
German and Russian types are nearer 
alike than any other two, but the Ger- 
man type is distinguished by its aspira- 
tions for power over others. Both are an- 
tagonized* by the American type, which 
has a leadership promising a near 
monopoly unless betrayed by conflict of 
internal dissensions. What ought our 
leaders of‘moral and economic opinion to 
think of this type, and particularly our 
wage earners by efforts of hand rather 
than head? 

Many of them are elamoring for pro- 
cedure in the manner of LENIN and 
TroTzxy. Yet if our workers were‘candid 
they would concede that no workers 
are so well off as they, and that it 
comes about through quantity production. 
Its characteristic is that it requires the 
greatest number of workers and pro- 
duces the greatest quantity of goods for 
distribution among the greatest number 
of consumers. There ean be no dispute 
about this, but it is contended that the 
system degrades labor to machine-like 
work and exploits wage earners for the 
sake of cumulatin;: profits in the hands 
of few. Take automobiles, for instance. 
Certainly great fortunes have been ac- 
cumulated in that trade. But in what 
industry ate better wages paid? In what 
country are more cars used by more 
wage earners? Run. over the list 
of our leading makers of wealth 
by industry given above and see 
how easy it is to identify them as 
purveyors of goods at the command of 
any one with a nickel. Aggregate the 
value of those goods 
total submerges the wealth of the few 
without whose’ services quantity produc- 
tion could never be atta: Their for- 
tunes are the result of cheapness, not of 
extortion. CARNEGIE sold the world’s 
cheapest steel. ROCKEFELLER sold the 
most and cheapest oil. Vai popularized 
the telegraph and telephone beyond all 
comparison with any other country. 
Hn and HARRIMAN were prosecuted for 
efficiency of transportation by methods 
which the Government itself adopted after 
proseenting. Who has the right of this 
contention, those who have profited by 
these things although they have not done 
them and have not the capacity even for 
imitation? Or those who are condemn- 
‘ing the metheds and are in the way of 
ending them if they are. allowed to con- 
fuse’the war on want with the war on 
-wealth, and who profess morality: and 
humanity in preaching the limitation of 
ortunes?

against them? 








SLANGING THE CRITIC. 


In a former number of the Authors’ 
League Bulletin an aggrieved playwright 
sharpened his -pén against a certain 
critic of his plays, 

In the current number of the Bulletin, 
Mr, MonTAGUE GLA8s remonstrates with 
the disgruntled one. Slanging the critics, 
says Mr. Gass, “ is as impolitic as argu- 
“ing with a traffic policeman. He can 
“always hand you a ‘ticket’ next time. 
“The thing to do is to drive humbly on 
“and tell your wife what you could have 
“said to him if you had wanted to.” 
The critic of the critic, replying to Mr. 
Giass, admits a certain peevishness; but 
he ends with a firm stand for his rights. 
“TI can’t for the life of me see why it 
“isn’t just as legitimate for an author 
“to make a skit of a critic’s critique as 
“for a critic to hold up an author to 
“ ridicule. Let’s have some more.” Amen 
to that! According to an apothegm of 
the Middle West, immortalized by 
Pudd’nhead Wilson, if it weren’t for 
differences of opinion there wouldn’t be 
horse racing. By all means let the'play- 
wright have his say, even though his 
embittered pen range the universe. 


If author men have critic men 
Upon their backs to bite ’em, 

Let author men bite back again, 
And so ad infinitum. 


Into Mr. MONTAGUE GLass’s contribution 
to the discussion, it will be observed, has 
crept an accent of cynicism infinitely 
to be regretted. It is the implication that 
the critic will retaliate on the dram- 
atist’s next play. To do him right, Mr. 
Gass does admit the possibility thet he 
may not—that he may in fact lean over 
backward. But, even when mentioned 
only to be disowned, the suggestion of: 
spite and revenge wrongs the critic’ as 
an institution. Though he has the repu- 
tation’ among playwrights of a most 
grudging curmudgeon, it is a simple 
truth, easily demonstrated, that the 
critic out-Pollys Pollyanna in optimism. 

There are some fifty theatres in 
Broadway and each of them produces an 
average of two or three plays a season. 
Most of these are musical comedies, 
Now, what is a self-respecting critic to 
say about this trayful of identical cream 
puffs? When he has remarked that 
chorus girls are “ pulchritudinous” and 
that Pum Dwyer as the bulgy lion has 
obviously eaten the plot, the vocabulary 
of his craft is exhausted.. Yet it is the 
eritic’s duty to tell good people that 
they will rave with delight, as they 
assuredly will. That is the “news” of 
the occasion, and the critic is also a re- 
porter. As if by some miracle of art, he 
manages to convey the glad tidings. 
With “legitimate” drama the case is 
mor difficult. Out of the three or four 
seore of plays produced, not half a dozen 
are worthy of an intelligent playgoer’s 
evening. The critic is the wretehed dog 
upon whom all poisonous concoctions are 
tried. But for that very reason he wel- 
comes merit of any kind, however hum- 
ble. His welcome springs from bitter 
experience with plays which the great 
public never sees rather than from any 
profoundly spiritual grace, but it is none 
the less real. He tells the great pub- 
lie that it is destined to enjoy “The 
Purple Crook” and “The Unbridled 
Chamber.” And what is his reward? 
For every remonstrance ef a wounded 
playwright come seores of jetters from 
serious, uplift folk who complain of the 
loss of an evening and broadly hint that 
the critic is subject to influence from 
manager, actor, author. Yet he wel- 
comes criticism—and especially when, as 
in the present case, playwrights vent it 
upon each other.

too apt to forget what gigantic advances 
temperance has made. In the late ALicg 
Morse Earta’s “ The Sabbath in Puritan 


keeper’s bill, “all Paid exsept the Min-. 
isters Rum,” for “ keeping the ministers ” 
at a Hartford ordination in 1784. Twen- 
ty-four dinners and three breakfasts are 
charged. The rest of the bill is Fal- 
staffian. Among the entries are “2 
“mugs tody, 1 pint Wine, 8 bitters, 15 
“boles punch, 11 bottles wine, 5 mugs 
“ flip, 8 boles Pfinch, 3 boles tody.” If our 
wise and pious ancestors among theclergy 
were equal to thise—and no doubt every 
one at this Hartford festivity carried his 
“ lickquer” unblenchingly and without a 
quiver—of what must the laity have 
béen capable? 

“ Ordination beer” was well known. 
The ordination supper was a great treat. 
‘Indeed, at every popular meeting “ from 
“a corn-husking or apple-bee to a fu- 
“neral,” says Mrs. EaRuz, “a liberal 
“amount of cider, punch and grog was 
“ supplied, which latter compound bever- 
“ages were often mixed on the meeting 
“house green or even in punch bowls on 
“the very door-steps of the church.” At 
the “raising” of a meeting house in 
Medford “five barrels of rum” were 
furnished for the workmen and lookers- 
on. It is not difficult to believe that 
“two-thirds of the frame fell and many 
were injured.” At Pittsfield in 1671 
every workman “to raise the meeting 
‘house ” got a shilling a day for rum and 
‘sugar. In Northampton in 1738 ten 
gallons of rum were furnished for the 
same purpose. The village doctor got 
“three pounds for setting his bone 
“JONATHAN STRONG, and £8 10s for set- 
“ting Epenezer Burt's thy,” a suffi- 
cient —o on the effectiveness of 
the rum. 

What seems iteipossible to our age, bars 
were actually set up at the church door, 
and free rum and cther heady “ lick- 
quers” given to everybody. Even 
in 1825, when Dr. LeoNARD BACON, & 
great character and intellect, was in- 
stalled as pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of New Haven, “ free 
“drinks were furnished at an adjacent 
“bar to all who chose to order them.” 
But enough of illustrations of habits and 
customs almost unintelligible. to the 
moderns. Not with any intention of dis- 
respect to men and generations that 
played noble and fruitful parts in Amer- 
ican life and history are these curious 
details given here, but to show what vast 
improvements in drinking habits have 
been attained. In many respects, doubt- 
less, we are inferior to our predecessors, - 
but at least our potations and compota- 
tions, permitted or unpermitted, com- 
pared with theirs are as water unto 
wine.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the proposed readjustment of the com- 
pensation of our teachers, with which I am 
in full sympathy, I have not seen any men- 
tion of the existing. status of the retired 
teachers now on pension by the city. Those, 
mostly women, comprising this list were re- 
tired on what may well be considered now a 
meagre and inad te basis, and, in the 
event of any measurable increase in the pay 
for teachers now actively engaged, those who 
shall retire ultimately on the basis of the 
enew schedule will receive, grade for grade, 
almost’ if not quite double the amount re- 
célved by those retired on the old provision. 
While, therefore, strictly speaking, they (the 
latter) may have no Jegal claim for more at 
this time, it would seem in evéry way proper 
to recognize in a ee way a claim for 
consideration. 

As a member of the original Committee on 
Pensions, and, as well, a member of the old 
Brooklyn Board of Education for nearly a 
quarter of a century, I knew intimately of . 
the faithful and efficient work of these 
women, many of them entirely dependent 
upon their present allowance, some of them 
being required even to share with others 


from this provision. It would be pathetic to 
leave these deserving and faithful workers 
out of consideration when now it is being 
discussed with promised effect that the 
teacher, qualified for this high service by 
years of study and preparation, is at least 
worthy of the hire of the common laborer 
and of those in the city’s employ whose 
duties and A age pepe in .nowise are 
comparable with those of CM trained teacher.

CANADIAN WAR MEMORIAL. 
Sir George Perley Gets Deeds to 


Bourlon Wood, in France. 


The Canadian Bureau. of Information 
announced yesterday that word had 
been received in Ottawa that Sir George 
Perley, Canadian High Commissioner 
in England, had returned to London 
from France, bringing with him the 
deeds of the Site for the Canadian 
battlefield memorial at Bourlon Wood. 
The property was turned over by the 
Count de Francqueville, and a special 
deveree of the French ‘Parliament was 
necessary for the transfer of the gift 


from a -irench citizen to a foreign gov- | 


ernment. 

Bourlon Wood, lke Sanctuary Wood 
and Polygon Wood, near Ypres, will 
hold an imperishable place in the an- 
nals of. the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force. It first came into’ promisfénce 
when General Sir Julian Byng, in com- 
mand of the Third British Army, made 
a surprise attack on the Germans in 
November, 1917, without the usual pre- 
liminary bombardment. The attack on 
the Wood was a great sutcess at first, 
but the British had to abandon some 
of their gains after tremendous counter 
attacks. 

The section, however, remained in the 
hands of the enemy until the Canadian 
forces on Sept. 27, 1918, launched a 
brilliant attack which enabled them to 
cross the Canal du Nard and to press 
on @hrough Bourlon Wood and envelop 
Cambrai, The severity of the fighting 
between Aug. 22 and Oct. 11 may be 
judged by the casualties which the corps 
sustained. The number killed. wounded 
and missing amounted to 1.544 officers 
and 29.263 of other ranks. Of this num- 
ber, 24,508 were wounded.

To a casual‘ observer the tree appears 
to be merely the central support of a

This was hecause of 
the amount and character of the trade 
between the two countries. Among 
the ‘imports from Japan the principal 
‘one is raw silk, which furnished $256,- 
113,971 out of a total of $400,853,213 
tn the calendar year 1919. Silk fab- 
rics, soya bean oil, tea, earthenware 
and hats and hat materials were 
among the other large items.-of im- 
ports. The great, reduction in the 
price of raw silk recently was caused 
by the upheaval in Japan and this has 
reacted on the market for silk fabrics 
here. In the exports to Japan from 
this country the largest single item is 
raw cotton. This amounted to $149,- 
716,218 in 1919 out of a total of $366, - 
$64,593 of exports. The next large 
item of exports is grouped under man- 
ufactures of iron and steel, comprising 
machinery of one kind or another, 
steel rails, plates and sheets, struc- 
tural iron and steel, tinplate, &c. Its 
total in value in 1919 was nearly 
$66,000,000. Following it come.petrol- 
eum products to the amount of nearly 
$4,600,000 and fairly large amounts 
of spelter, tobacco, resin and fir lum- 
ber. These show the variety of inter- 
ests affected by the financial disturb-| 
ances in Japan. A check’to these ex- 
ports cannot but result ‘in lowering the 
ities here. This

NCIDENTALLY, it fs curious to 
find a geographical difference of 
opinion amounting to something like 
a thousand miles between Mr. Miv-

A writer in a recent number 
of The Touchstone describes Gav- 
GuIN as ‘‘the great painter - of 
Tahiti," and, quoting: fromthe lat- 
ter’s ‘‘ Noa ‘Noa,”’ leayes little doubt 
in the reader's mind that it was in 
Tahiti and not in the Marquesas 
Istands that this- erstwhile Parisian 
took up his permanent residence. 
The anonymous writer of the article 
in The Touchstone, however, ad- 
mits that, according to ‘‘ Noa Noa,"’ 
GavucuIN left the Island of Tahiti 
after a two years’ residence; but 
insists, apparently without having 
read Mr. O’Brien’s detailed account 
to the contrary, that the now famous 
French painter returned there and 
died. Who is right, who is wrong 
in this question of fact? It does not 
greatly matter, nor does it really de- 
tract’ in the least from the basic 
veracity either of Mr. MauGcHam’s 
novel or Mr. O’BrIEN’s travel book. 
But there, in the latter, is this de- 
tailed account of GauGUIN’s life in 
the Marquesas, the house that he 
lived in, his death, all related to 
Mr. O’Brien by a man who had 
known GavGUIN personally, and who 
had himself lived on the same Mar- 
quesan island for over thirty years: 

We walked through the matted 
grass that sketched upon the fer- 
tile soil the shape of that house 
where GAUGUIN had painted. 

It had been raised from the 
marsh ix feet on trunks of trees, 
and was about forty-five feet long 
and twenty wide. The floor was 
of planks, and one climbed a stair- 
way to reach the verdnda. The 
frame oif the house was of wood, 
but the sides all of spjit bamboo, 
with a row of windows of glass and 
a roof of cocoanut thatch. The 
“light entered from the north, 
except for a small chamber for 
sleeping and a closet for provi- 
sions, the entife house was a stu- 
dio, a lofty, breeze-swept hall, the 
windows, high up, admitting light, 
but not the hot sunshine, and the 
expanse of bamboo filtering the 
winds in their eternal drift from 
south to north and north to south. 

Below the floor, on the ground, 
was a room for work in sculpture, 
in which medium GavuGuIN took 
much interest, using clay and 
wood, the latter both tor bas-relief 
and full relief, GauauIn being 
hampered, Baurre said, by lack of 
plasticity in the natiye clay. Next 
te this workroom was a shelter for 
the horse and cart, for, GauGuIN 
had the only wheeléd vehicle in the 
Marquesas. 

Baurre exhausted all his rhetoric

AYS Galloway Kyle,:in his pref- 
ace to ‘‘ Soldier Poets, First 
Series,’’ ‘‘ Even a cursory 
glance at this volume will 

show that the authors are soldiers 
whose military service dates back, in 
most cases, to the early days of the 
war, if not earlier, and not conscript 
poetasters who have found a new 
stimulant to jaded literary exer- 
cises.’" That is a true statement 
with regard to the verse included in 
these two little books. Readers will 
-go to them, not for great poetry, and 
assurediy not for ‘‘ literary '’ poetry, 
but simply to find out what a large 
number of young English . soldiers 
felt and put into verse. No poems 
in them can be compared with the 
work of Rupert Brooke, Siegfried 
Sassoon, Robert Nichols or other 
poets of the war whose names have 
been made known to us on the covers 
of books of their own. But it is 
worth while to say that poems by 
* Julian Grenfgjl and C. H. Sorley are 
included. 

In his ‘‘ Buddy Ballads ’’ Mr. Bra- 
ley writes of the war as it touched 
the American doughboy, and drama- 
tizes the emotions and events in the 
lives of the men of the A. E. F. He 
writes in the vernacular, and quite 
informally, telling little tragic or 
comic stories and showing pictures 
from the front. One finds no im- 
aginative poetry in this book, but

NOTHER little masterpiece from 
France has been translatéd into 
English. This time it is ‘‘ Les 

Silences du Col. Bramble,’’ the book 
which set all Paris laughing last 
Spring and which ran through sev- 
enteen editions within a few months. 
The French were in no mood for fic- 
tion in any form during the war. 
Almost the only novel which was 
read’ at all from 1914 up to the 
armistice was Anatole France's ‘‘Les 
dieux ont Soif,’’ a forceful but woe- 
fully. depressing ‘picture of the revo- 
tution. With the assurance of vic- 
tory, however, France smiled again, 
and it was André Maurois’s ‘‘ Les 
Silences du Col. Bramble” (mis- 
translated as ‘‘ The Silence of Col. 
Bramble ’’) which first set her 
chuckling. I say ‘' mistranslated "’ 
because Col. Bramble—the old Scotch 
hero of the book in question—is not 
always silent. In fact it is his terse, 
pithy summing up of the various 
messroom conversations which lends 
point and humorous climax.to much 
of the delightful narrative and makes 
the French title so peculiarly appro- 
priate. 

The author of this mirthSproveking 
little volume was unknown to French 
literature when his book appeared. 
Indeed, for some time it was sus- 
pected that his name was the nom 
de plume of an English writer well 
known to fame. None but an Eng- 
lishman, it was argued, could so per- 
fectly reflect the atmosphere of a 
British messroom, and no French- 
man would ever think of using the 
words and phrases which are em- 
ployed to portray the typically Brit- 
ish scene.

Mr. Begbie had the privilege of 
talking with a lively and humorous 
old lady when he was preparing his 
biography of the Salvation Army‘ 
leader, who most emphatically dis- 
missed the idea that Mrs. Booth, 
however admirable, was in the same 
class with her dynamic husband. 


‘* People who say that Mrs. Booth 
was the eater of the two,’’ ex- 
claimed this old lady. ‘““do not know 
what they are talking about! Mrs. 
Booth was a very able woman, a 
very persuasive speaker and a won- 
derful manager; but the General was 
a force—he dominated everything. 
I’ve ‘never met any one who couid 
compare with him for. strength of 
character. You knew the difference 
in the house directly he opened the 
door. You felt his presence in evéry ’ 
department of the. home life. He 
was a real master." ¢ 


Mr. Begbie tells the gradual proc- 
ess by which William Booth broke 
away from the church environment 
where he’ started his work and’ 
launched ouf for himself. He de- 
scribes the hostility of the estab- 
lishef’ church organizations in Eng- 
land to the zealous ev@ngelist’s in- 
novations, a hostility destined to be 
changed into sanction and support 
as the sincerity and valor and good- 
ness of Booth emerged from beneath 
the flood of vituperation which for 
years met his efforts to advance the 
interests of the Salvation Army. 
How furious was the hostility of the 
churches at first, how thorough thé 
change in them, is shown by two an- 
ecdotes of Booth’s career told in Mr 
Begbie’s pages. .

The measure of the tremendous 
success eventually won by the army 
of’ Good Samaritans organized by 
Booth may be gauged by this other 
anecdote: 

in his old age General Booth was 
received-by King Edward VII. ‘* Tell 
me, General,’ said the King, ‘‘ how 
do you get on. now with the 
churches?"’ The old man’s eyes 
twinkled .as he replied: *‘ Sir, they 

imitate me.” ° 

General Boot paid several visits 
to the United States, where he was 
received with tremendous enthusi- 
asm. His feelings for America were 
of the friendliest. To his son and 
faithful helper, Brantwell Booth, he 
wrote on the occasion of his Amer- 
ican tour in 1886: 

I shall soon love this country. * * * 

IT am delighted with the country and 

with the work and the people. ee 

Oh, what a future there is for us in 
pe country, and, oh, what a country 

t is!"’ : ‘

NLY one who has been in Europe 
within the last two months can

The insulting character of the Senate 
debate, the. provocative tone of the res- 
ervations, our repeated assertions that 
Europe would have to take us on our 
own terms or not at all, our willingness 
to trade on Europe's necessity; the con- 
tinuous ‘taunts at Europe's, helplessness 
by such mén as Senators Johnson and 
Sherman, our easy assumption of 
“* moral superiority ”* and our willing- 

ness to back it up with “ ie biggest 
nay? in the world ’’—such things as 
these have’ cut deep into the ; 
ness of Europe and have left a’ bitter- 
ness which cannot be sufed.

Such.a 
producer may find a beautiful play 
and proceed to assemble a company 
for it in: full faith that the public will 
not fail when the test comes. Yet he 
cannot be at all sure that a theatre 
will be made available or that, once 
installed, the play will be rewarded 
with a long enough trial really to test 
its appeal. 

He knows that the box office must 
record a certhin fixed response within 
the first two geeks or his play will 
be heartlessly evicted, that this trial 
is often unfairly brief and that many 
a fine and appealing play—such as 
‘* The Silver Box "’ or ‘‘ The Deluge ”’ 
or ** The Great Adventure '’—has thus 
been sent to limbo before its due time, 
as perhaps ‘‘ Peter Pan ’’ would have 
been if Maude Adams, whose taste 
and word were supreme at the Empire,’ 
had not had authority as well as faith. 
Your producer ‘knows, too, that he 
may not even be able to get that scant 
two weeks.. He may not (if his piece 
lacks the familar earmarks of suc- 
cess) get a theatre at all. 

Having faith in his opera, as the

All this sounds very beautiful and 
very idealistic, as well. as prattical.

The total amount of Russia's flax, it ig 
asserted, is 5,500,000 poods. Another es- 
timate is below 4,000,000. poods. .Half of 
this ready for exportation? By no 
means. 


Flax is found in nine sections of the 
country,.and only a very small part of it 
is near enough to the seaboard to be act- 
ually: available for export without much 
railroad hauling. The whole, amount 
is estimated to be worth 188,508,805 ru- 
bles. -If we assume that half of the flax 
on hand can really be spared for export 
and that the two-odd million poods con- 
cerned can be transported to the ports 
from,;which they can be taken abroad, 
it appears that the value of the export- 
able half of the total stocks of flax is 
about 90,000,000 rubles.

quirement. / The. rest. was_ yielded prin- 
cipally by the -Dombrow Basin in Po- 
land and by importation through the 
northern ports. During the war, when 
the Polish basin. was cut off and the 
importation ceased, the production of 
the Donetz Basin was increased some- 


this? what,¥but even so it could never give 


an adequate supply of. coal. Jie present 
situation is obviously worse than it was 
during the war or even in the first 





period of the revolution. The Polish 





basin is lost pérmanently. The importa- 
tion from England is impossible because 
of the decrease of production there, if 
for no other reason. The Siberian coal, 
which is very plentiful, win not be avail- 
able for some time to ‘come, because of 
lack of development. and the -transpor- 
tation difficulties. The. Donetz Basin 
must, therefore, supply practically the 
whole requirements of Russia. The 
Moscow coal is very inferior in quality 
and is found only in small quantities. 
Under these conditions, if. the Donetz 
Basin, by any miraculous action, should 
reach normdl production in the near 
future, it -would produce just . about 
enough coal to supply Russia’s own 
needs. Certainly nothing can*be ex- 
ported. 
Situation Not Hopetess. 

It would be wearisome to g0 into all 
the erroneous statements now being cir- 
culated concerning Russia’s ‘exporting 
abilities. That Russia needs huge im- 


lports is a fact undeniable, but there is 


not a shred of foundation for all the 
assertions that Russia is ready today to 
exchange goods for goods, actual value 
for actual value. ¢ 


It may. be’ asked: ‘‘ But if this is so, 
the situation is apparently hopeless?’ 

Not at-all. Russia has the’ natural 
wealth that she is reputed to have. She 
has the vast man power that -is essen- 
tial for economic development on a large 
scale, What she lacks is the means for 
making it possible for the man power to 
work the natural resources. And this is 
som@thing that Bolshevism and Soviet- 
ism cannot give her.

Australia hasea tknd area of approxi- 
mately thrée million aquaré miles, ex- 
-eéeding by less than one thougand 
-aquare nilles that of the continental 
United States. ‘Nature, however, has 
“not dealt so generously with the South- 
Fern Continent. -Scargely 6ne-third of 
Australia is suitable for cultivation or 
pasture. Except along the coast,, there 
are frequent droughts and a deficiency 
of rainfall. An additional disadvantage 
is that more than on@+third—to speak 
more exactly, five-thirteenths—of the 
country is located in the torrid zone. 
Much of this portion is sparsely settled 
and very barren. 

The population of Australia at the 
close of the year 1914 was comppited at 
5,030,000, More than four-fifths of the, 
inhabitants are located in @ strip not 
more than 100 miles in width along the 
eastern coast fronting toward the West- 
ern Hemisphere. The proportion of dwell- 
ers in the cities ts very large.: In the 
two States of Victoria afd South Aus- 
tralia, the capital cities of Melbourne 
and Adelaide contain more than half the 
population. 


Australian Industries. 


The proportionate share of those én- 
gaged in farming in Australia is much 
smalier than in the United States, while 
the proportionate total of those engaged 
in mechanical, manufacturing and min- 
ing enterprises-is larger. One explana- 
tion is the fact that the leading agricul- 
tural product is wool, of which Australia 
furnishes one-fourth of the world’s sup- 
ply and which requires no considerable 
number of employes ex¢ept at shearing 
time. A typical sheep station comprises 
60,060 acres of land, sustains 40,000 
sheep and has only twenty herders who 
are permanently employed. 

It is unné@essary to gather feed for the 
Winter season, and the general plan has 
been to provide no store of provender for 
a dry season, depending on a transfer of 
thé stock to other more. favored local- 
ities, or even risking the loss of whole 
flocks, ‘There are sheep farmers who 
maintain that it is more profitable to 
pursue this latter course than to provide 
for téeeding in exceptional seasons, 


Australia has great mineral Wealth and 
is especially rich in gold, silver, lead, 
coal and copper. The production of 
gold has been very large, but reached its 
peak in the year 1903, and since then 
by reason of depletion of the mines and 
increased cost of labor the ~yield has 
fallen to one-third of the maximum. It 
was the discovery of gold in 1851 which

There are unlimited supplies of coal and 
of tron ore, which, though distant from 
each other, are lotated conveniently 
near to the seaboard so that they can be 
readily brought together by water trans- 
portation, and thus there is every pros- 
pect that before the lapse of many years 
Australia will be self-sufficient in its 
supply of iron and steel. 
-Australia was divided into six inde- 
pendent colonies of the British Empire: 
New South Wales, which has Much the 
largest population and contains the lead- 
ing city of Sydney; Vietéria, much 
smaller in area but second in popula- 
tion, the most conservative of the 
colonies: Queensland, the most radical, 
including a very large area in the torrid 
zone; South Australia and Western 
Australia, each of which has a very 
interesting political and social history; 
and the Island of Tasmania, separated 
from the mainland by a strait. After 
long agitation, these siz colonies were 
united under the name of States in one 
Commonwealth with a Central Govern- 
ment at Melbourne on Jan. 1, 1001. 

New Zealend’s Wealth. 

New Zealand, approximately one- 
thirtieth as large as Australia, unlike 
that country has almost everywhere a 
great abundance of moisture, and is 
capable of producing nearly ail the fruits 
and pfoducts of the temperate fone. 
Four-fifths of its area is suitable for 
cultivation or pasturage.. It is made 
up of two islands, the North and the 
South, extending over a length of 1,000 
miles with. an area slightly over 100,000 
square miles, and had a population of 
about 1,100,000 In 1916.

all the colonies of the. empire. If he 
were writing now, he would probabiy 
give this position to New Zealand, 
though the two have a marked similar- 
ity in this regard. : 

Closely associated with the feature 
just mentioned is attachment to the 
mother country. In New Zealand, even 
those of the third generation of natives, 
when they. contemplate a trip to Eng- 
land, speak of going home. The ties that 
bind these outlying dominions to the 
parent State have been infinitely 
strengthened» by the support given to 
the empire in times of emergency. At 
the time of the Boer war, Australia and 
New Zealand sent 25,000 men to Bouth 
Africa. -In the late war, the contribu- 
tion of the two dominions, when the 


-great distance from the seat of conflict 


is taken .into account, assumes almost 
the first position in the defense of the 
British Empire. Australia enlisted 400}- 
000 men, who went to Bgypt, to Gallipoli 
and to France; New Zealand, over 100,- 
000. These men proved to be fighters 
of the most stalwart type: The percent- 
age of mortality and of wounded among 
them was very large. 
Unfriendly to America. 

The visitor to Australia will possibly 
meet with some disappointment in the 
attitude toward the people of the United 
States. There was a loud complaint in 
the early years of the war because our 
country did not enter. Criticism was 
more severe and conditions were less un- 
derstood than in Bngland. Since the 
war, great fault has been found be- 
cause the United States has not entered 
the League of Nations.

‘There has been for 
years an agitation-for a higher tariff 
in Australia, which seems likely to suc- 
ced at the present session of the Com 
monwealth Parliament. It is contem- 
plated®that preferential rates shall ‘be 
granted to Great Britaih, though ap- 
parently not to Canada. 

‘In this connection, it must pe said 
that in these two countries, although 
complaints of the higher cost of living 
are very general, prices are nearer to 
formér standards than in any other. 
The greater difficulty in marketing their 
products, with incteased cost of. trans- 
portation, has had much to do with 
this. Until last year the price! of wheat 
was only $1.25 per bushel, and articles 
of food were low in proportion. 

In Néw Zealand there is a widespread 
misunderstanding of the scope’ of the 
Webb-Pomerene act allowing combine- 
tions for the export trade. The ground- 
less fear is entertained that this means 
an effort by giréat combinations to ob- 
tain. a monopoly of their trade and to.

. Political Power ef Laber. 


Another distinctive feature is the re- 
gard which is manifested in legislation 
and the:settled policies of the States of 
Australia a8 Well as of the Common- 
wealth and in’ New Zealand for labor 
and the general welfare. Most emphat- 
ically, labor is in politics. Prior to 1890 
there had been labor tfions, but no 
strong central body. Ih August of that 
year ship masters and seamen sought 
affiliation with the Melbourne Trades 
Hali. The shipping companies opposed 
their association With any general or- 
ganization of workingmen. There was. 
a strike. This was whsuccessful, but 
workmen were advised to use the 
weapon of the ballot instead of the 
strike. 

Then followed & separate political or- 
ganization, Which for comipactness and 
efficiency can hardly be surpassed... A 
labor party pure and simple was organ- 
ized in Australia, which made its in- 
fluence felt from the very start, and in 
April, 1904, obtained. control of the Com- 
monwealth Government. The labor 
unions elect @ representative council, and 
the action of this body is held to be 
binding upon Members of Parliament 
and other members of the unions elected 
to office. The present Prime Miniater, 
William M. Hughes, made his entry into 
politics as @ métiber of the Labor Party 
and soon became a leader, but’ his advo- 
cacy of conscriptions during the War 
and an accusation of growing consery- 
atism caused his expulsion from the 
Labor Party, and he, with others, be- 
came’identified with what is called the 
Nationalist Party. At an election on 
Det. 18 last, thé Nationalists gained a 
plurality of the Members of Parliament.

The Labor Party stood second: A third 
organization, ‘known as the Farmers’ 
‘Party, conservative as r » labor 
Questions, but founded on class interest, 
Sained an increased number of mem« 
bers. In New Zealand, the labor éle- 
Tent gave its support in 1890 and sinde 
to. the Liberal Party and sought to con- 
trol ita policies. 

The legislation adopted in the two do- 
minions includes a great variety. At 
first the achievements of the Labor 
Party were political rather than social. 
The one-man-one-vote principle was 
adopted. Universal suffrage, ing 
women, becamé the law of both coun- 
tries. Education was promoted and vital 
changes in taxation were made, aimed 
at large holdings of land, imposing 
Sraded taxation upon incomes, and dis- 
triminating between personal earnings 
and incomes upon inveg}ments. 

Single Tax in Efgect.: 

Radical measures have been adopted in 
land taxation. The léyy is made upon 
the value of the land irrespective of im- 
proveménts, following the i@eas of 
Henry George, whe was onée «@ visitor 
fn AuStralia. Land up to the value of 
#500 is free from taxation. Large hold- 
ings are subject to gfaduated taxes 
varying from oneshelf penny up to 10% 
pence per pound in New Zealand, and 
from 1 penny: to 6 pence in Australia. 
Also, there ie a surtax upon absent land 
Owners. This is fixed at 50 per cent. 
in New Zealand upon those absefit for a 
year or more, and in 1917 a penal tax 
Was imposed upon those who had not 
contributed to tle war loan in propor- 
tion to their incomes. 

Invalid péfsions and old-age pensions 
for those Who have reached the age of 
45 years and are dependent are granted 
in both countries. . 

In labor legisjation in the States of 
Australia and in the two dominiona, 
there have been many measures of .&@ 
very advanced type and seme éxperi- 
ments have been tried and abandoned. 
Wage boards were provided, with at- 
thority to fix. minimum wages. and to 
determine the conditions of labor as to 
hours and physical conditions in fac- 
tories and elsewheré. SwWeating was 
feverely prohibited. Boards of éoncilia- 
tion were established, made up of an 
umpire and represeftitatives of employer 
and employe. Coufts were Gofistituted 
in which either a judg was to sit alone 
6r to sit with.assessoré fepresenting 


sory afbitration has been adopted. The 
result has been that the State practically 
éontrols industry, for in all regulations 


are taken into account. 

The aim of these regulations was not 
avowedly socialist. A French writer, 
M. Métin, has written a book upon Aus- 
tralia and Néw Zealand, entitled ‘‘ So- 
Gialismé sans Doctrines,” maintaining

Certain questions arise for further con- 
@ideration in later arti¢les: How far

characterized by a boldness and an in- 
telligence which merit the most careful 
consideration. — ie 
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CULPTURE in modern lands shows 

a disconcerting tendency to bé 
either solemn or silly. There are, 

of course, many exceptions. There 

are even exceptions-in the direc- 

tion of humor. But real humor and the 
joyous spirit of play fled away from 
sculpture long before the Renaissance.

true grandeur of style. Other things 
have style of a more esotéric quality, 
the donkey fecumbent, for example, that 
says something Of a page in Cervantes; 
steeped in pathos and rising to heights 
of the ridiculous. If the exhibition were 
éonfined to such..triumphs it would 
stem, no doubt, to our sophisticated 
public more important than the lavish 
inclusiveness of its present séale per- 
tits it to seem. Yet this inclusiveness 
‘\pfecisely marks its extraordinary im- 


portance. 

We fi by the side of remarkably 
expressive and “ serious’’ subjects a 
variety ‘of, trifles instinct with fancy, 
designed with originality and a certain 
audacious fling of the mind that would 
go far toward making the happiness of 
a dwelling place. ‘With these spark 
guards and fenders, this jovial electric 
light. fixture, these andirons with their 
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former chiefly of Paris and French 
scenes, the latter of flowers and chil 
dren. 

Mr. Oberteuffer’s compositions in- 
Variably are spacious and convey the 
génse of serenity given by the pleasant 
vistas of Paris itseif.

Mme. Amiard-Oberteuffer paints her 
still-life subjects with a freedom and 
directness not often seen in this genre. 
There are no seductive glazes, there is 
fio precision of outline and detail, there 
is nét even any attempt to poetize in 
the flower studies. The work is bold, 
almost brusque, but quite without the 
pose of roughness, the,color ia ptire and. 
harmonious, the pigment is opaque and 
applied with large strokes, where a bit 
of drapery shows a design the forms are 
indicated slightly but with a strong, con- 
fident line. It is a wholésome style and 
one that may be expected to retain its 
charm through changes of fashion. The 
portrait of “ Betty ’’ is in the same vig- 
orotis marmer, dry and succinct end 
expressive.

Comparatively few. votes are 
cast, There are scores of men most 
prominent: in public life in Mexico who 
have never marked a ballot. 


‘What is the use?’’-one such expressed 
it when asked if he would vote at the 
last Presidential election. ‘‘ Our party 
hag,control of the election machinery, so 
it will not be necessary. If we did not 
have control, it would be useless."’ The 
ballots of many who are unable to read 
or write are marked for them by the 
officials at the polls, and few of the

The soldiers, however, vote en masse, 
in many cases being marched to the 
polls by their officers. The military 
Governors when taking leave to become 
candidates frequently saw to it that” 
their successors would influence the sol- 
dier vote in the right direction, and their 
election usually followed. The soldier 
vote presents few difficulties in Mexico, 
for the feudal system of adherence still 
prevails in many instances. The fight- 
ing men follow the man rather than the 
cause. 

Even when solidarity ana. friendship 
Swere supposed to prevail among various 
leaders, the privates universally identi- 
fied themselves by their commanders. 
If you asked a soldier what outfit he 
belonged to he would ‘answer, ‘‘ I'm 
Don Pablo's man,” or “I serye Don 
Aivaro.”’ 

With such election conditions prevail- 
ing, election results were frequently 
contested, and charges and counter- 
charges, of fraud and collusion frequent- 
ly were followed by armed disorders.

Benefits of Turnever Tax. 


Among the principal benefits to be de~ 


tived trom the gross sales form of taxa-

The proposed gross salés, or turnover, 
tax would be levied on the sales of all 
goods, wares and merchandise, embrac- 
ing raw materials, manufactured} goods 
and real property, including the receipts 
of public and personal service corpora- 
tions, arhusements, clubs, &c.. Conserv- 
ative estimates place the annual yield 
te the Government from those sources, 
at @ rete as low as 1 per cent., at from 
$4,000,000,000 to $6,000,000,000. 

Foremost in the movement aiming at 
the repeal of the present Revenue act 
and. the subétitution of the proposed 
pales tax, with any form of personal in- 
come tax which might be found neces- 
sary, is the Business Men's National 
Tax Committee. This was organized. in 
New York City on. March 24 last. \ Ita- 
Chairman is Meyer D. Rothschild, Pres- 
ident of the American Gem and Pearl 
Company. The Vice Chairmen are Dar- 
win R. James, Jr.,. President of the 
American Chicle Company, end H. 
Boardman Spalding, Treasurer of A., G. 
Spalding & Brothers. Mengo L.' Morgen- 
thau, head of the Mirror Candy Com- 
pany, is Treasurer, and the Secretary is 
Lew Hahn, Executive Director of the 
National Retail Dry Goods Association. 
Chairman Rothschild gave a compre- 
hensive explanation the other day of 


the movement and of the factors which 
make an indefinite continuation of the 
present Revenue act a burden on every- 
>body, if not an actual menace to the 
solvency of the Government. 

“The increased’ cost of living and the 
decreased purchasing power of the dollar 
make it imperative,’’ he said, ‘ that 
people with small incomes, including 
wage earners, professional men, farmers 
ahd others, should obtain relief from the 
present excessive income taxes. 

‘*The proposed tax on gross sales or 
turn-over, taking 1 per cent. as an il- 
lustration, will bear less heavily on the 
consumer than the pyramided excess 
profits and other business taxes under

*“* Persons of small income normally 
spend from 90 per cént, to 100 per cent, 
of it for living » including rent. 
Under the present plan, as mentioned 
above, fully 23.2 per cent. of current 
prices is paid by persons of smali in- 
come \as an ‘indirect tax. Under our 
proposed plan this indirect tax on pur- 
chases will be a great deal less than it 
is under the present system. It is be- 
cause of this payment of indirect taxes 
on all purchases that we advocate an 
increase in the present ‘ specific exemp- 
tions.’ We believe that for married per- 


‘sons or heads of families the tax should 


begin on incomes of $4,000 or $5,000, in- 
stead of $2,000; and for single persons 
at $2,000 or $2,500, instead of $1,000, re- 
taining, and perhaps increasing, the 
present exemptions for ~~ and 
ether dependents. 

“The present personal income tax, 
while bearing heavily on small incomes, 
often permits the very large incomes to 


entirely escape taxation, because of in- |. 


vestment in non-taxable bonds. The 
rate of tax on incomes, therefore, should 
not exceed the point at which the tax- 
payer can make a profit on his invest- 
ment in tawable securities. Any rate of 
tax beyond that point will cause in- 
vestors to dispose of taxable securities 
and replace them With non-taxable ones, 
thus depriving the Government of rev- 
enue and creating a class of non-tax- 
‘to the extent that people of 
great wealth invest their incomes in 
such tax-free securities, 

“In addition to depriving the Govern- 
ment of revenue, this practice of invest- 
ing huge sums of money in tax-free se- 
curities withdraws large amounts of in- 
vestment capital from taxable stocks 
and bonds, and, if continued,. will 


seriously cripple many industries, in- 
cluding railroads and public service cor- 


porations. The incOme tax should there- 
fore be graduated only to the point 
where it shall continue to be productive. 

‘* After determining the amount of rev- 
enue which can be collected from such 
a graduated income tax, the additional 
amount to be raised from taxation

dition, a like tax should be levied on 
the gross receipts of theatres, motion 
picture houses, billiard rooms, public 
games and entertainments, clubs, pub- 
lic service corporations (furnishing. gas, 
electricity, water, power, transporta- 

tion), on all leases or privileges for 
which compensation is paid, and on com- 
‘missions of every kind. 

‘* These gross sales, or turnover, taxes 
can be computed monthly or quarterly, 
and paid to the Government during the 
succeeding month or quarter, as the 
law may provide. As the Government 
will be able to raise a sum sufficient 
for the economical conduct of its af- 
fairs through these two sources of tax- 
ation, there should be no other Federal 
tax on business. 

“The advantages of the tentative 
tax plan outlined are obvious. Every 
business man will know what his tax 





will be* and can meke provision ac- 
cordingly. With the removal of the 
present uncertainty, due to the Gov- 
ernment’s share in the profits, unusual 
and excessive prices will soon shrink to 
normal under the stress of competition 
and efforts to increase the volume of 
busiress. The tax will be so diffused, 
moreover, as to be hardly felt by the 
ultimate consumer, upon whom all busi- 
ness taxes ultimately fall, no matter in 
what guise they are levied.” 
How Present Plan Works. 


Mr. Rothschild then went on to explain 
how prices to the consumer were in- 
creased on all kinds of merchandise by 
the present form of taxation. 

** Where the supply is short,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ and there is a strong demand 
for certain goods, prices are easily 
raised because of the eagerness of com- 


petitive buying. The costs of produc- 
tion have a: tendency to rise as selling 


Prices rise, both as to raw' materials 


and wages, Larger profits are also re- 
flected in increased selling, or overhead 
charges, and where the demand is 
heavy, goods turned out under rush 
conditions are sometimes inferior in 
quality and workmanship, notwithstand- 
ing the higher production costs. 

“‘ The necessity for huge revenues suc- 
cessfully to carry on the great war, and 
the conviction on the part of Congress 
that many industries would be able te 
make abnormal profits under war con- 
ditions, led to the imposition of the 
axcess profits tax. In order to estab- 
lish a basis upon which to predicate 
excess profits earned by corporations, it 
became necessary to determine ‘normal’ 
profits, Congress finally decided that 
8 per cent. was the limit which any 
corporation could earn as a ‘normal’ 
profit on its invested capital, and that 
all profit above 8 per cent. should, for 
the purpose of the revenue, be ‘ excess’ 
profit. ; 

‘‘ Assuming that 8 per cent. was 'nor- 
mal profit for corporations that were 
properly capitalized to get the full 
benefit of this exemption, great injustice 
resulted to other corporations that were 
less fortunate in their capitalization, in- 
asmuch as two corporations with the 
game quantity of assets might be 
capitalized in the ratio of 2.and1. The 
» Hiker corporation might ‘have included 
its patents, machinery and valuable 
good-will—all of which are entitled to 
the 8 per cent. specific exemption— 
while the second corporation, moré con- 
servative, might have carried these 
valuable assets on its books at a)-nomi- 
nal sum.’’ 

Instances of Injustice. 


In order to illustrate concretely. the 
unfairness of the present excess profits 
tax as between two corporations with 
the same amount of invested capital, 
which are capitalized in different ways, 
-Mr. Rothschild referred to the report 
rendered to the National Association of 
Credit Men by its Committee on Federal 
Taxation, of which R. G. ‘Blifot of the 
Jaques Manufacturing Company, Chi- 
cago, is the Chairman. An_ excerpt 
from this report follows: 


“Invested capital to a corporation 
means the money invested in the busi- 
ness, Under the definjtion in the pres- 
ent law, invested capital means some- 
thing entirely different -and genérally 
very much less than the actual invest-

Every organization: is immensely sus- 
ceptible to public opinion. The very 
capable, able and shrewd men who are 
the leaders of the labar unions appeal 
at once to public opinion to support 
their cause. If they appeal to. a public 
in distress because of their action, they 
appeal to a crowd very mad and very 
resentful; but if they could apply to an 
organization capable of giving voice and 
effect to public approval, they would be 
sure of a hearing, and, if they were in 
the right, sure of justice without the 
stoppage of transportation. 

‘*For the people most susceptible to 
public opinion are the managers and di- 
rectors of the transportation companies. 
Their sole support is the public, and if 
their customers through an organized 
public opinion made.a decision it would 
at once affect their judgments and de- 
cisions and actions. 

“In our complex civilization, which 
imposes great difficulties in getting to- 
gether for harmonious action, nobody 
has any right to expect a Utopia or a 
heaven on earth. I have been dealing 
with the public and appealing to the 
public all my life, I have been for more 
than sixty-four years on the platform, 
presenting to audiences my views upon 
policies I thought best for all of us and 
defending the course of the corporation 
of which I was an officer. I have al- 
ways found that sanity and common 
sense are not a residyum to be pumped 
up by a miracle, but that they.are dif- 
fused overwhelmingly In general human 
nature. It doean’t require an X-ray to 
find them, but a discussion which pro- 
motes mental activity brings sanity and 
common serise into active play. ‘To. have 
that discussion there must be an organi- 
zation. 


There is plenty of public spirit and 
ambitious youth to organize every com- 
munity, with a view to detecting ‘the 
disturber of. the public peace and dig- 
nity, se that the disturber for his own 
comfort and the comfort of his family 
can’t stay there. The whole question 
gets back to the often-thrashed-out and 

successfully operated com- 
munity spirit and community welfhre.

“It is argued that our Government is 
designed to do exactly what it is pro- 
posed to do by means of a Middle Class 
In a democracy the ballot is 
supposed to be the last resort. But 
when the fruit of the ballot is a legis- 
lator whose life is his re-election he 
often finds his life threatened by a 
minority organization, while there is no 
majority organization to reassure him 
or defend him or bring: the majority in- 
fluence to bear on. him. 


‘* We have a Government by minority. 
The majority is helpless pecause it has 
no organized means of expression. That 
is the answer to those shallow critics 
who say that the Gove ent can be 
expected to do things the Middle 
Class needs to have done for its pro- 
tection. 


“As a matter of fact, this question 
is not strictly within the province of 
politics. The troubles of the Middle 
Class are not so much. political as eco- 
nomic, And it is impossible to do more 
than mitigate the effect of troublesqme 
economic conditions through political or 
legislative action. The economic situa- 
tion often resolves itself to this: Hm- 
ployers and employes constitute the pra- 
ducing class, and industrial conflict 
between them is waged without regird 
to the consumers, who are the Middle 
Class. (It is true that' employers and 
employes are themselves consumers,* but 
in their disputes they ignore their. own 
rights in that capacity just as they 
ignore thé rights of the public.) What 
is needed is an organization of the con- 
sumer. class, the clerks and salesmen 
and professional men and so on, who 
make up the unprotected bulk of our 
population. In. the recurring industrial 
disputes the unions and the employers 
affect production. A Middle Class Union) 
would have power over the other pes:

“The loose thinking which has 
brought about this objection is due part- 
ty to a misapprehension of the nature 
of a Middle’ Class Union. The labor 
unions as we know them are built on 
craft lines and embody the guild prin- 
ciple. A Middle Class Union would not 
embody such a principle. It would not 
be built on lines of production, but 
upon the vastly more inclusive lines of 
consumption. 

“It must not be supposed that a 
Middle Class Union would look primarily 
to adjustment of wages.‘ The goal of 
its members would not be a strike, but 
their own protection in case of a 
by others, or their own protection 
against manifestly exorbitant prices, If, 
for instance, the Middle Class Union 
were organized now, and its members- 
found that the prices of clothes were 
extortionate, they need not resort toover 
alls, and thereby force up the price of 
& garment necessary to certain classes; 
they need only to agree to wear old 
clothes, and to buy no new ones until 
the p were reduced to a reasonable 
level. It ‘would thua become a mark 
of distinction to be shabby. It would 
be a union badge. Nobody would be 
ashamed of it. On the contrary, the 
wearer of last season’s suit would be 
proud of it. And there is nothing more 
certain than that the prices of clothes, 
if they had been eéstablished on a 
profiteering basis, would speedily be 
reduced.

“Tt was, of coursé, unfair to; make 
the uniform 8 per cent. rule affecting all 
kinds of busineéss,"’ Mr. Rothschild went 
on. ‘' Bight per cént. might be An ade- 
quate ‘normal’ profit on 9 business in 
staples where @ largé capital was em- 
ployed for a moderate business at a min- 
imum tisk, but it would be insufficient 
where & very large volume of budiness 
is done on. a small capital, with the 
usual risks of bad debts and other losses, 
Hight per cent. is clearly inadequate in 
‘new: enterprises, or those involving ex- 
tra hazardous risks. 

‘<The law, however, was passed, and 
all corporations engaged in business 
were forced to take cognizance of the 
fact that the United States Government 
had become a special partner in their 
various enterprises,: but sharing their 
profits only and not their losses. The 
share of profits above the normal due 
the Government was, however, indeter- 
minate. It might be anywhere from 10 
to. 50 per cent., and’ the percentage of 
profit could not be determined until the 
end of the business year. 

‘‘In estimating its possible net profit 
on each sale the corporation must make 
a variable allowance for the share of jts 
special partner, the Government, and 
naturally, whenever it is possible, this 
Govérnment share is provided for by in- 
creasing the profit on the goods sold. 
It is probable that in some Gases cor- 
poratidns, a6 well as partnerships and 
sole traders, have advanced their prices 
to the most extréme limit possible, and 
under such conditions buyers would have 
paid as much as they did, éyen if the 
Government did not share heavily in the 
profits. Such conditions, however, were 
temporary, and with an incréage in pro- 
dyction-or a slacking in demand, ‘or 
both, the law of. competition would grad- 
ually reduce net profits to the normal 


‘| point. This point will naturally differ 


in different lines, depending oh thé cap- 
ital required, the risk of the enterprise 
and the special skill involved in the un- 
dertaking.

In fact, 
it is strongly objecting to present prices, 
and if this protest takes the.form of in- 
creased economy in buying, as is proba- 
ble, a downward trend of prices muat 
follow. P 

‘Abnormal war conditions, - which 
brought ‘the whole world to our shores, 
bidding higher and higher for the goods 
we had to sell, would have justified ex- 
cess profit taxes had Congress’ been 
able to work out some equitable plan for 
determining what percentage cduld be 
decreed to be normal profits in each 
case, Such determination was almost 
impossible, and the actual result has 
been to work great ehoatine on many 
people. 
‘Now that the war is actually over 
the two great requisites for our speedy 
réconstruction, working and saving, will, 
if preached and practiced,, bring in- 
creased production. and decreased 
thoughtless buying. With increased pro- 
duction and a narrower sélling market 
every item of expense must be account- 
ed for in the selling price in order to 
produce a sufficient net profit to satisfy 
the investérs. Wages, rents, salaries and 


¢ {other dvérhead expenses naturally fig- 


ure in the cost of goods, end, in any 
event, must be considered in determin- 
ing net profits. Where such expenses 
are practically alike in an industry 
competition for voluthe of budineéss is 
certain gradually to reduce abnormal 
profits to normal. 

Ig heavy Government taxes, based 
on net profits, are added, they will 
make an additional item to be accounted 
for in the sales price of goods, and, re- 
gardless of compétition, they must be 
provided for in the cost. of doing busi- 
ness gs certginiy as raw material, 
wages, rent, salaries and other over- 
head are now provided for.

profits taxes, while the thousands of 
owners of a great steel plant are obliged 
to. pay the Government a substantial 
share of their profits.’’ 


Advantages ef Uniform eyateiti: 


In any event, according to Mr. Roth- 
schild, excéss profits taxes are, and must 
be, included in the selling price of goods,. 
and, as every corporation, from the pro- 
ducer of raw material to the corpora- 
tion that finally sells the product at re- 
tail to the consumer, must add the ex- 
cess profits taxes to its selling price, 
the pyramiding of these heavy taxes 
may well add from 25 to 100 per cent. 
to the final cost of the article. The 
Government does not get the entire ag- 
gregate tax, because overhead and sell- 
ing expense must be provided for, as 
‘well as increased investment capital. 

** It does not weaken the case for the 
repeal of the excess profits taxes,'’ he 
continued, ‘‘to admit that in many in- 
stances the prices that have obtained 
during the war, and even those obtain- 
ing now, were ‘all that the traffic 
would bear,’ regardless of the excess 
profits tax, when it is borne in mind 
that excessive profits have a tendency 
to invite competition and to cause new 
enterprises to spring ‘up. This compe- 
tition can be aided materially by elim- 
inating one of the great factors of un- 
certainty in business—the tax factor. 
If taxes on business are laid in a. rea- 
sonable and definite manner, Congress 
will take a long step in the direction of 
getting the business of the country back 
to normal, 

**’ uniform sales, or turnover, tax in 
lieu of all othe? business taxes would 
produce a great and constant revenue 
from business. It would also tend to 
the reduction of the selling prices of all 
goods and free the country from un- 
necessary and vexatious interference 
with legitimate business. ° 

‘““The estimates of a revenue from a 
sales, ‘or turnover, tax of 1 per cent. 
vary from $3,000,000,000 to $7,000,000,- 
000. The Treasury Department has 
undoubtedly made some estimate, and 
the probability is that 1 per cent. on 
the entire annual turnover of the coun- 
try (with a specific exemption for $1,000 
to $2,000 of annual sales) would yield 
somewhere between $3,000,000,000 and 
$5,000,000,0000. 

‘*In a recent issue, a weekly publica- 
tion estimates taxable retail sales at

tion income compiled from the revenue 
returns for 1917 (Page 17) give the fol- 
lowing ‘significant. figures:

“On the showing of an increase from 
$35,000,000,000 in 1916 to $84,000,000,000

This leaves out partnerships, . sole 
traders, and personal corporations. Pro- 
fessor Irving Fisher has made a calcula- 
tion, arriving at $500,000,000,000 as a 
conservative amount of taxable annual 
turnover.” 


Taxing a “ Soap Bubble.”’ 

A strong case ag&inst the present form 
of taxation is also made in a statement 
recently issued by Galey & Lord,: dry 
goods commission merchants of this city, 
which says that it bases the bulk of the 
Government revenue on a thing- as 
evanescent ag a soap bubble. The levy 
is based upon profits or income, which 
with the first setback in the business 
affairs of the people will disappear very 
largely for the time being. It keeps 
the community, from three to fifteen 
months in debt a the Government, with 
the Government constantly borrowing in 
anticipation of the collection of that 
debt. 

“Let us connect up directly the pres- 
ent system of taxation with the high 
cost of living,” the statement continues, 
in part, ‘{and, in doing so, we will first 
give an illustration. Suppose a business 
man, say, a manufacturer of some nec- 
essary article, has been \accystomed to 
make .a profit of $100,000 a: year. He 
suddenly finds that he is to be taxed 
$35,000 on that profit. As he does not 
want to make any less net income and 
as he cannot éscape paying the tax, he 
strives to secure a larger profit than be- 
fore, in other words, to make a profit of 
$1.40 or more where he was making $1, 
ao that he may meet the accumulating 
surtaxes on the larger amount and still 
procure his former profit. He does this 
and passes the article with the price so 
leaded on to the wholesaler or jobber, 
who, facing the same situation, meets 
it the same way, and the experience Is 
repeated when the article reaches the re- 
taller, so that by the time the article 
reacha the retail counter it has been 
loaded three times to meet the taxes of 
the three classes of traders.

Big Union. He is a lean, labor-worn 
Scotchman, who has been both a car- 
penter and a cabinetmaker—and the 
quaint mixture of early kirk raisin’ 
makes humorous flashes through the 
bright red of radicalism. Now, instead 
of Presbyterianism, the One Big- Union 
is his religion. And, as he tells that he 
could make twice his union salary in his 
own trade, ‘ because it’s a master 
craftsman I am, ma’am,’’ I glance down 
at. those capable, skilled hands and real- 
ize that he is sincere. 

The Communist Party, -he tells me, is 
@ spiritual thing, almost an intangible 
quality, which its members are trying 
to instill into some strongly organized 
industrial party. Its policies are far 
more ‘‘radical’’ than any existing or- 
ganization’s. It would have preferred 
to work through such “‘idealists’’ as 
Emma Goldman—but that ambition is 
temporarily checked because of the “* po- 
litical persecutions’’ which Anarchists 
have received. ‘‘ Though it’s not an An- 
archist I am mysel’,”’ says Mr. Day, 
‘““!’'m far from thinking that man does 
ma need some kind of a government in 
his present state of imperfection. I’m 
looking on the “Anarchists as John the 
Baptists who're foretelling the day when 
the lion shall lie down with the lamb— 
and no laws be necessary. I was brought 
up on enouw’ of the Gospel of Hope to 
believe in the coming of that day.” 

~ Communists May Join I. W. W. 


Meantime the Communist Party must 

choose some organizations for propo- 
ganda purposes which is not in ill- 
flavor with the authorities. And just 
mow, he informs me, business for the 
Communist missionaries is brisk, be- 
cause of the series of unsuctessful 
strikes. 

“They're mostly foreigners in , the 
Communist Party,” he goes on, thought- 
fully, ‘(and it’s by the German and 
Russian Secret Service officials of Eu- 
rope that they’ve been‘trained for the 
fifty years gone by to avoid detection. 
Bo it’s just child’s play for them to 
keep out of the way of the clumsy 
American Secret Service. 

“They're a gentle clih of boys,” he 
assures me, soberly, ‘‘and I’ve many 
friends among them. Last night I talked 
with two of them, and rejoicing I found 
them that the strikes are coming fast 
and unsuccessful, for that means the 
men are ripe for convertin’. According 
to my thinkin’, they’re tne boys that 
caused the railroad strike. The Call 
will tell ye different—but we all know 
things. we're na telling. Everywhere 
théy are, except in the classified tele- 
phone directory,’’ an appreciative grin 
at this. ‘‘ Na headquarters, na recog- 
nized officers. But they may take over 
the One Big Union itsel’ by making 
converts among us.’’ 

That is why this careful Scotchman 
will mot predict just what steps the 
union will take in the future, “‘ because

Then I 
came to see that the people were used 


to respecting the King’s law, and that 


he had a social and: moral effect that 
eyen a perfect State might be needing. 

‘**So I'm thinking» that, till we move 
more years along, we'd better keep the 
old. form, so long as it grants the de- 
mands of: the’ One Big-“Union. Con- 
gress’ powers could be getting more: and 
more social, so to speak, as the years 
pass. 

‘Would . the committee confiscate 
private property? Well I’m thinking 
that that will settle itself, because 
there would na be sa much private 
property to confiscate after it got 
through paying us what's due us. I 
guess they could ha what’s left. with- 
out hurting them. And the estates that 
are already built up could be taken care 
of by inheritance taxes, that would na 
leave anybody more than-s good for 
them. It would be the Committee Meet- 
ings cf the One Big Union, though, that 
would settle a’ that. And na one person 
can prophesy how it’s going to decide 
when the time comes. I bow to the will 
of the majority. : 

“Now it may decide this week for us 
to join with the I. W. W.,” he goes 
on. “Three times ha’ the resolution 
come up to the Committee asking ‘that 


the matter be put to the referendum 
vote. And three times a’ it been 
killed in Committee Meeting. But the 
fourth time, and that. just two nights 
gone, the resolution won, and next week 
it goes to vote.

The commutator must be kept. clean, 
@s any dust or/ grease on the segments 
will colleet- carbon dust and produce 
short. circuits. The startiné motor is 
also- subject to electrical fils, among 
which are improper contact with some 
metal part of the generator or car, 
short circuits, brush and-commutator 
troubles. ‘ 

All wiring should be protected from the 
rotting action of grease, oil and water, 
@nd when a wire is run where these 
Substances are apt to acctmulate the 
regular insulation should be supple- 
mented by a conduit of insulating ma- 
terlal such as fibre tubing or armoured 
cable. 

If the wires are removed from ‘the 
generator for any reason care must be 
takerf to insure that ‘they are put back 
to the same terminals as originaily con- 
nected. Whenever any wires are dis- 
connected from the units of the system, 
the: wires apd terminals should be 
marked so that they can be correctly; 
replaced. If the wires are reversed the 
ammeter will indicate a dead _ short- 
circuit by swinging to the extreme on 
the discharge side of the scale when the 
engine is started, and if this defective 
condition is not corrected the battery 
will-soon be discharged.

LUXURIOUS. POLICE WAGON. 


Electrically Equipped Motor Outfit 
for Prisoners in Bolivia. 
What might be termed a police patrol 


wagon de luxe is being built in a motor 


truck factory at Lima, Ohio, for ship- 
ment to La Paz, Bolivia... It is designed 
with three compartments, one being for 
the Chief of Police; the other for the 
driver and the third and much larger 
one for the prisoners. The chief’s com- 
partment is furnished with two swivel 
chairs upholstered in blue leather, a blue 
carpet on the floor, curtains at the win- 
dows and an electric cigar lighter among 
the luxurious fittings. ; 

In the long prison compartment at the 
rear rings have been fitted to the backs 
of the seats to which the culprits will be 
chained during, their motor transfer to 
jail. All the compartments are lighted 
by electricity, the exterior is painted in 
blue with a polished aluminium radiator 
and the wheels of the 114-ton truck are 
fittcd with pneumatic tires. 


FOREIGN MOTOR DUTIES. 


Customs Problems Simplified for . 


Tourists Going Abroad. 


Customs duties which the) tourist in 
foreign lands will be required to pay 
in taking an American car abroad vary 
for ea#eh country according to the value 
or weight uf the machine. For example, 
the duty into Great Britain is at the rate 
of 331-3 percent. of the value; into 
France, it is at the present tirhe 45 per 
cent. of the value; the Belgian customs 
duty is calculated according to weight 
of car, being $0 francs per 100 kilograms 
for cars up to 4,000 kilograms and 30 


trahes per 400 kilograms for those’ over 
4,000 kilograms. Holland charges at a 

rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem; Italy 
has a fixed rate of about $84 for cars 


up to 2,100 pounds in welght and $124|- 


for cars weighing over that figure. 
These duties must, be paid before the 
automobile can be imported ‘into, the‘re- 
spective countries, ‘but’ for the | benefit 
of motorists wiaking to carry out a 
tour through several. countries the du- 
ties may be deposited With the Automo- 
bile Club of America and a series ‘of 
customs papers or ‘‘triptyques’’’ ob- 
tained, which admit the car into the 
various.countries without any cash tran- 
sactions at the ports and frontiers, In 
this way the necessity is avoided of car- 
rying large ‘sums of money for paying 
custom duties, which must usually 'be 
paid in cash and in the currency of the 
country into which entry is being made.

When Mrs. John Drew, then: Miss 
Louise Lane, was seven years old she 
made her début at the Walnut, playing 
the part of one of the little princes in 
“Richard IIl.'’ The star was Junius 
Brutus Booth, father of the more cele- 
brated Edwin Booth. A few years later 
Thomas Althorpe Cooper, an English 
e@ctor well known to the American pub- 
lie,) gave his last performance in this 
eountry at the Walnut Street Theatre. 

In 1842, as a counterdttraction to’ an- 
other Philadeiphia theatre, the Walnut's 
first ‘‘ actress-manager,’’ and one of the 
first in America, was introduced to the 
Public in the person of Charlotte Cush- 
fan. During her brief career as a man- 
@ger Miss Cushman appeared in the 
part of Romeo, her sister Susan playing 
Juliet. . 

The French actress, Rachel, appeared 
a@t the Walnut Street Theatre with her 
eompany in 1855. The theatre was un- 
heated and Rachel caught a severe cold, 
which caused her absence from the com- 
pany for the rest of the season and re- 
gulted later in her death from tubercu- 
losis. \ 

“A unique performance in theatrical an- 
8 nals. was staged at the Walnut about 
half a century ago, when the elder 
‘@othern and John Sleeper Clarke were 
both filling engagements in Philadel- 
phia. ‘‘ The American Cousin ’’ was at 
the height of its popularity, and Soth- 
ern had achieved fame with his -imper- 
gonaticn of the character ‘‘ Lord Dun- 
dreary,’’ a part which originally had 
enly forty-seven lines, but which Soth- 
ern’ made so attractive that later the 
whole play was built around it. The 
Walnut Street Theatre was six blocks 
gway from the Arch Street Theatre, and 
at a given time during the play Sothern 
and Clarke each left his theatre, and 





drove around to the other’s, appearing 
there on the stage In his part, The af- 
fair was ‘of course widely, advértised, 
and each: theatre was completely sold 


out in the eagerness of Philadelphians | . 
‘to see two famous comedians appear in 


different theatres on. the same evening. 
Clarke: and his brother-in-law, Edwin 
Booth, owned: the Walnut Street. Thea- 
tre for a number of years: ~ 

Lawrence. Barrett, Joseph Jefferson 
afd: Sir Charles Wyndham are aniong 
the: latter day celebrities who played at 
this theatre, but recently musical come- 
dies and farce have held sway there. 
The present intention of the owners is 
to move the theatre back slightly from 
the street, rebuijd it entirely inside 
and open it next October with high-class 
attractions. The original walls will ‘be 
left, so that one of the country’s land- 
marks will not be actualy demolished 
but perpetuated instead in a more mod- 
ern form. :

So the department’s ex- 
perts poison the dew and that is the 
end of the boll weevil. <A strip of field 
so treated produced 480 pounds of cot- 
ton last year, 420 pounds more than 
that qn the strip that was-not treated. 
In the fight on hog cholera the death 
rate was reduced from as high as. 144 
a thousand in 1897 to 41 in 1919. It-is 
estimated that the work of the depart- 
ment in hog cholera represents a saving 
to the farmer of $40,000,000 a year, and 
the eradication of the cattle tick saves 
another ,000,000..

Already the pink bollworm is in the 
United States, though now confined to 
a comparatively small area in Texas and 
Louisiana. The department, with the 
co-operation of these States, ia carrying 
on what its experts term “ the biggest 
fight against the worst pest of all.’’ 
The pink bollworm is credited with the 
ability to cause an:annual loss of *$50,- 
000,000 to the cotton crop of this country. 
If it should spread through all the cot- 
ton States of the South, the entire crop 
would have to be abandoned, 

The celebrated boll weevil, about which 
so much has been written and spoken, 
has reduced the cotton crop from six- 
teen™billion to eleven billion bales. But 
agricultural experts assert that the 
weevil sinks into comparative insig- 
nificance beside the worm. They con- 
sider fighting‘ the cattle tick, teh ciga- 
rette beetle, the Argentine ant, the gyp- 
sy moth, and even the terrible corn 
borer, fairly small tasks, compared with 
this campaign. In other words, the pink 
bollworm is advertised as the arch-félon 
of all the pests that threaten the har- 
vests. 

A planter may :‘' beat-the boll ‘weevil 
to it,” in some instances, if he plants his 
cotton early enough. The bollworm 
bores into the cotton boll before it is 
matured, destroys the: young seed and 
thérefore kills the life of the fibre. The 
hard, green boll blackens and dies. Be- 
hind him the bollworm leaves neither 


ported the worm’s existence in India. 
For sixty-one years after that he re- 
mained unheard of. But in 1904 a Ger- 
man investigator announced that he had 
caused @énmormous damage in German 
East Africa, where the cotton crop was 
subsequently practically abandoned be- 
cause of the worm, just as was the case 
in Hawaii. After his discovery in German 
East Africa, ‘the. pest spread like, a 
rushing flame through Egypt, Nigeria, 
the Sudan, Zanzibar, Bengal, Ceylon, 
Burma, ‘the Straits Settlements, China, 
the Philippines, and.on into Brazil and 
Mexico. 

Scientific mén had no difficulty. in 
tracing the advance of the pink boll- 
aworm, through: shipments of infected 
cotton or cottonseed, from country .to 
country. For instance, it was found 
that in 1911-1912-1913 .the Brazilian 
Government ‘irnported ten tons of Egyp- 
tian cottonseed, with the result that the 
contagion at once broke ont. Two im- 
-pertetions of Egyptian seed: were made 
to Mexico in 1911. Six tons of this was 
planted near San Pedro in the Laguna 
Valley, 200 miles from the ‘Texas 
border. Out of forty samples of cotton 
taken here in 1917 thirty showed that 
the worm was at work. A year later, a 
locality forty miles south of Eagle Pass, 
Texas, and a fanch opposite Del Rio, 
Texas, were found te be infested. 


The Pest’s Procedure, 


Four stages occur in the life of the 
pestilence. First, the small brown moth, 
which resembles an. ordinary, clothes 
moth, lays her eggs, upon the outside of 
the green cotton boll, The eggs hatch 
in a few days, and the larvae burrow 
through the hull of the boll and at- 
tack the young seed: This larva, which 
ie the actual pink bollworm, is.a whit- 
ish ‘caterpillgr, with a strong pink tint 
upon its underside. It remains inside 
the boll a varying period, usually twen- 


found she carried in her cargo 189 tons 
of cottonseed from West Africa. This 
was discovered to be infested with. the 
beliworm. “Before it was delivered to 
its South «Carolina purchaser it Was 
absolutely disinfected, and no harm has 
ever Come. from its use. Later other 
quarantines were imposed upon burlap, 
cotton waste and all cotton Mae ptt 
seed derivatives, except oil. 

.But tn spite of the quarantine the 
pink bollworm entered Texas, and in 
@ manner which the Government could 
not guard against. ‘The great storm 
that ravaged the Gulf country in 1915 
washed ashore around Trinity Bay and 
elsewhere on the Texas coast quantities 
6f cotton lint and cottonseed. The 
next year when the caterpillar appeared 
it became apparent that some of » the 
washed-up cotton must have come 
across the Gulf from the Laguna. In 
addition, oil mills at Harne and: Beau- 
mont had received Mexican seed, and 
fields near by were affécted by, the 
worm. 

Operations were undertaken in 6,000 
acres near Trinity Bay, the section most 
affected, and in a radius of twehty to 
thirty miles surrounding Beaumont. 
Bight thousand negroes, with many vol- 
unteers from the farmers; set to work to 
pull up and destroy cotton. All seed 
was milled under Government inspec- 
tton, and all cotton grown in the area 
was shipped abroad. The season ended 
with the “otton area as clean as a 
table top, and absolutely no trace of the 
worm remained. 

‘Texas established a. Pink Bollworm 
Commission to deal solely with this 
menace. Every car or: other vehicle 
coming from Mexico was disinfected. 
Baled cotton -was placed in great steel 
retorts, into which hydrocyanic gas was 
pumped. for more than an hour at a time, 
it having been proved that .the worm 
cannot live in this gas. Barred zones 
were set up and the cotton within them 
destroyed. All seemed. well, and had 
the regulations been livei up to all 
would have been well’ But the hard- 
ship appeared to prove too great, and a 
few individuals violated the laws and 
planted cotton. -These were punished. 
Later, when it was argued that all dan- 
ger was past, the laws were loosened by 
the State of Texas. 

The situation became acute last Win- 
ter, and in February farmers in Cam- 
eron, Calcasieu and Jeff Davis, three 
Louisiana parishes in the southwestern 
portion of that State, adjoining Texas, 
Were aghast to find the worm in their 
fields. . Experts said it had evidently 
been there for two years. Also there 
Was an outbreak of the old trouble in

WESTCHESTER’S HOUSING. 


‘Demands for Dwellings Exceeds Sup- 
ply and. Bullding Progress Slow. 
Realty conditions in Westchester 

county at the’ present time are most un- 

usual. Never before has the shortage of 
houses, available for early occupancy, 
been quite so acute. 

Many persons. who in the past deemed 


“lit foresighted to defer their purchases, 


since have considered it the part of wis- 
dom to buy at a material: advance in 
price. 

Discussing the situation ‘yesterday 
Chauncey B. Griffen, said: 

“Tt is not difficult to grasp the vari- 
ous angleg of the situation, provided the 
slightest thought is given to the build- 
ing situation since 1914, during which 
period, for five years at least, building 
was at an absolute standstill. 

‘* There is also the fact that many new 
business concerns recently have made 
New York their headquarters, while 
many. of the older established firms and 

corporations ‘have greatly enlarged their 
facilities and clerical forces. 

‘*In addition there has been the enor- 
mous increases effected in New York 
City apartment rentals. These are a 
few of the principal reasons that have 
tended to hasten the purchase of a home 
in the suburbs, and to congest the met- 
ropolitan area adjacent to New York. 

‘* Westchester,’ because of its excep- 
tional transportation facilities, its nu- 
merous country clubs, fine roads, 
churches, schools and social atmosphere, 
has been the recipient of a large per- 
centa. > of the new business that has ac- 
crued since 1914. The automobile also 
has been a factor in augmenting the 
demand for suburban homes, and it Is 
not uncommon now for many business 
men to motor between their home and 
office. 

Hxisting conditions and the outlook 
are such that I-cannot foresee any ma- 
terial relief for at least three years. 
Now that Spring building has begun in 
a small way it is being found difficult 
to place orders for the delivery of build- 
ing materials at any definite date. 

“Under these conditions it is certain 
that a home which formerly could. be 
completed in from four to five months 
will require at least eight to.ten months 
té build at the present time. 

“There is, however, a possible solu- 
tion to the problem. This is the oppor- 
tunity embodied in the purchase and al- 
teration of houses erected some years 
ago. -These structures in most instances 
are the last word in stability, but re- 
quire the expenditure of a comparatively 
small amount in order to change their 
architectural appearance, to modernize 
their interiors, to install additional bath 
rooms and to redecorate. j 

“The amount to be expended is, of 
course, optional with the purchaser, but 
in many instances it is only necessary 
to spend a few hundred dollars to have 
a very complete and well located. home 
and ‘to gain the advantage of possessing 
landscaping which, in some Sass, has 


| taken years to produge 


The advantage in Govdnakiag a Shia 
of this character and of modernizing 4t 
is that many such propérties are to be 
purchased at very ddvantageous prices, 
leaving a very. comfortable. margin™ to 
éover the cost of- renovating the. build- 
ing. 

“My wavice to those who anticipate 
purchasing for occupancy next Autumn 
is to make their investigations now and 
then to come to a quick decision. There 
surely will be, later, a less number of 
houses’ to select from: and, predicated 
on the present -outlook, there is but lit- 
tle doubt that prices must be advanced 
materially for some time to come.

tion, while increases from 100 per cent. 
to 500 per cent. are general. 

““The merchant, whose business has 
expanded because of location in a par- 
ticular locality for a number of years, 
built up a trade, made large investments 
in elaborate and special machinery and 
fixtures, is called upon to pay a rent far 
beyond the ability of his business or 
else seek a business location elsewhere. 
The latter alternative is destructive be- 
cause ‘his business will be disrupted and 
his years of enterprise go for naught, 
and he is accordingly, compelled t6 ac- 
cept the other alternative and pay the 
enormous increase demanded. 

“A manufacturer is necessarily held- 
in his business activity to a limited sec- 
tion, In which ate congregated persons 
engaged in the ‘same or similar line of 
businéss. In building up his plant. he 
has invested consider.ble capital, pur- 
chased fixtures and modern machinery, 
and in the years of his business has 
risked a large sum-of money in his jen- 
terprise. He cannot take his plant ‘and 
move wherever hé pleases. He is per- 
force compelled to pay, therefore, the 
exorbitant rent demanded. There is no 


difficulty is that the extraordinary in- 
crease in his overhead expenses which 
the increase. of rent entails must be 
borne by the consumer. In other words, 
it is impossible for his business to ab- 
sorb the tremendous increase in the 
overhead and he is obviously compelled 
to pass on this burden’ to the public.

“If the business: man has profited 
from the: prosperity of the last several 
years, there is no reason why his gains 
or savings, if any, should now be paid 
over to the landlord or why a mortgage 
should be placed upon his future pros- 
perity for the benefit of the latter, There 
is ‘no. prospect of a reduction in the 
present high cost of living so long as 
business is left at the mercy of the 
property owner. 

‘In two different premises of similar 
nature and of equal value occupied by 
thé same kind of business the tenant 
in the one is raised by his landlord 100 
per cent. and the other tenant is in- 
creased 300 per cent.

CROOKED OLD BROADWAY 


‘Shows What Bloomingdale Road 
Once Looked Like—Memo- 
ries of Sylvan Place. 


Transfers of. city property occasion- 


gotten or little known thoroughfares, the 
prompt location of. which would be a 
hard puzzle to almost’ any one outside 
‘of. the real estate business. Marihat-} 
‘tan Island has many small streets whose 
existence is undreamed of except , by 
| the Mmitea number of persona’ doing 
business or residing in their neighbor- 
hood. How many peysons, for. in 
could tell offhand ere Sylvan Place 
is? Perhaps Old Broadway may. be more 
familiar, but there would be a.great 
scurrying to the foot of the class if the 
question were asked to locate Fort 
Charles Place. Yet within the last. few 
days transfers of ‘property have been 
recorded in all of these thoroughfares on 
Manhattan. Island. 

There are really two Sylvan Places, 
although the one which. figures among 
the transfers is more correctly! known as 
Sylvan Terrace. It was recorded, how- 
ever, as Sylvan Place, and is: the.nar- 
row street connecting Jumel Place with 
St. Nicholas Avenue between 160th and 
| 162d Streets. On the east of Jumel.Ter- 
J race is the Roger Morris Park, with the 
historic house once occupied by -Wash- 
ington and where Aaron Burr lived for 
some time-after his marriage with Mme. 
Jumel, who owned a magnificent estate 
of many acres there. Sylvan Plate or 
Terrace is lined on both sides. with sev- 
eral small houses, the one transferred 
op the south side being on a plot. only 
34.6 feet in depth. 

The better-known Sylvan Place ‘is in 
the East’ Harlem section bisecting the 
block bounded by Lexington and Third 
Avenues, 120th and 12ist Streets, the 
street running north and south. The 
Harlem Court House occupies half a 
block front on the easterly side. This 
small thoroughfare, only one block in 
length, is the only visible survivor in 
Manhattan of the old Eastern Post Road 
which at that point made a junction

At 120th 
Street and Sylvan Place, near the junc- 
tion of the two post roads the ancient 
Harlem Road or Chureh Lane. hegan, 
running northeast and the meeting of 
these three prominent thoroughfares 
gave the name of the Five Corners to 
the neighborhood. more than a century 
ago.

CITY HOUSING PROJECTS. 


St. ‘Louls Commission Seeks to 
Remedy Congestion. 

In a report prepared for the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics by W. F. Ogburn, 
‘* Study of rents“in various cities,’” St. 
Louis was shown *to have the largest 
proportion of overcrowded families, 80.1 
per cent. of all the families having less 
than one room per person. The War 
Civics Housing Committee of »Hast St. 
Louis evidently appréciated those condi- 
tions and is working to improve them. 
Their report, ‘‘ Housing for East St. 
Louis,” is a préliminary plan for a 
housing project. It is proposed: (1) To 
form a ‘syndicate composed of the indus- 
tries * * * and the citizens.

Value of March Permits 
$159,085,909. 


Register James A. Donegan of Man- 
hattan reports a remarkable increase in 
the number. of real estate transactions 
as shown by the real. property instru- 
ments received for. record the first three 
months of the present year, as compared 
with the number of similar instruments 
in the first quarter of. preceding years. 

The records of the Register’s office 
show that in January, 1920, the convey-. 
ances recorded were 2,135 in number; 
the mortgages, 1,892; miscellaneous pa- 
pets, 71, and the discharges 6f- mort- 
gages, 557; total, 4,655. In February, 
1920, the conveyances recorded were 
1,850; the mortgages, 1,814; miscella- 
neous papers, 56, and the discharges of 
mortgages, 468; total, 3,988. In March, 
1920, the conveyances recorded \ were 
2,511; the mortgages, 2,211; miscellane- 
ous papers, 72, and the discharges of 
mortgages, 606; total, 5,400. 

"AS compared with those records for 
the present year, the figures compiled a 
year ago schowed that in January, 1919, 
tthe conveyan¢es recorded were 768; the 
mortgages, 712; miscellaneous papers, 
49, and discharges of mortgages, 241; 

total, 1,768; in February, 1919, the con- 
veyances recorded were 767; mortgages, | 
672; miscellaneous papers, 43, and dis- 
charges of mortgages, 227; total, 1,700; 
and in March, 1919, the conveyantes re- 
corded were 934; mortgages, 741; mia- 
cellaneous papers, 36, and discharges of 
mortgages, 214; total, 1,925. 


menting upon an increase which had be- 
gun to show in the early part of 1919,> 
said: ‘‘ There is no surer barometer of 
real estate conditions than the activity 
of the Register’s .office.”’ 


1919 over the number of recorded instru- 
ments in the first three months of. 1918 
was nearly 25 per cent., and that was 
1920 figures, however, show an increase 
of nearly 220 per cent. over those of 
1919. Register Donegan’s prophecy of 
increased activity in real estate, made a 
year ago, has been amply justified. 

While other counties have also shown 
a@ great and rapid increase in the num- 
ber of real estate transactions, it is cer- 
tain that in on other county the value of 
the properties transferred is as large as 
in New York County. The importance 
of the mortgage transactions is shown 
by the receipts of the Mortgage Tax 
Bureau of the Register’s office. 

In the first quarter of the year 1919 
the receipts of the Mortgage Tax Burea 
were $105,602.16, while in the same pa 
of the year 1920 the receipts were $593,- 
982.27, or nearly six times the’ record of 
the previous year. / 

The receipts for 1920 were divided as 
follows: January $217,944.30; February, 
$142,659.06; March, $213,378.91. Those 
figures indicate a total value of the 
mortgage transactions of nearly $120,- 
000,000 in the. first three months of the 
preseht year. There was also received 
in the samé period the sum of $10,112.86 
as a tax on mortgage to be apportioned 
among several counties, and a part of 
that money also was receiv by the 
County of New York. There is probably 
no Government activity -where collec- 


tions are made at a lower rate of cost. 
Interest is. received on daily balances, 
and, deducting that, the amount turned 
over to the Comptroller, ‘after all salaries 
are paid to those employed in the Mort- 
Tax Bureau, is so nearly equiva- 
t to the amount received as taxes 
that the cost of collection is less than 
one-third of one per cent.

INDUSTRIES ARE LOCALIZED 


-|Value Is Seen In Protection to Vast 
‘Undeveloped Areas of the 
Borough of Queens. 


By EDWARD M. BASSETT. 


In. one “of ‘the hearings before the 
‘Board of Estimate prior to the adoption 
of the zoning ordinance, Senator Calder, 
a large builder of private houses on the 
high ground in Brooklyn between Pros- 
‘pect Park and Greenwood Cemetery, * 
made the statement that the building of 
a large steam laundry ,in this résidential 
locality deprived the city of at least 
$1,000,000 of assessed valuations for tax- 
ation. No one could. blame the laundry’ 
owners, because, when they located their 
great establishment there, there was no 
law to prevent their getting in the most 
central point where they could serve 
their customers, buf it was an area of 
desirable high ground admirably suited 
for small homes, and it had been rap- 
idly growing up with the kind of houses 
that Senator Calder had constructed 
Although the laundry was built about: 
ten ‘years ago and has been admirably 
operated and cared for so as to be the 
least possible objection, there are to- 
@ay hundreds of vacant lots surround- 
ing it which would otherwise have been 
built upon for residence purposes long 
ago. If the zoning law had been in 
operation this laundry would have. been 
erected in any one of a number of un- 
restricted spots in the same general lo- 
cality, where it would not have vaused 
a desert around it. 

The great danger to the Sit unoc- 
cupied regions of Queens County was 
their attraction for the sporadi¢ fac- 
tory, especialy the factory producing 
fumes and odors which desired to get 
away from nearby houses in order that 
it would not be complained against ‘for 
carrying on a nuisance. Consequently 
the sporadic oflcloth factory, chemical 
factory or varnish factory, occupied a 
few lots in an open district, rendering 
all of the surrounding lots unavailable 
for residence or business. Some ‘inéx- 
périenced real estate speculators consid- 
ered that these large areas would be- 
come valuable for industrial uses. As 
a rule such expectations were never ful- 
filled because these sporadic nuisance 
industries. would occupy about 5 per 
cent. of the land area and injure the 
other 05 per cent. ‘This made the re- 
maining 95 per cent. ‘slow to sell,: and. 
it was Apt to eat itself up with the 
&ccumulations of interest, taxes and as+ 
besaments, 

The zétiing law and maps recognize 
that these areas, distant from water- 
ways and raflroads and near the traffic 
ahd busiiié¥s centres of the city, should 
66 preserved for residential and retail 
business purposes and should not be 
ruined py the sporadic factory. The 
new subway plan endeavored to bring 
these localities into a useful relation to 
the entire city and render them attrac- 
tive for housing the workers in the 
city’s industries and business. The zon- 
ing law came none too soon, for there 
was already great danger that the out- 
lying boroughs of the city would be 
everywhere injured and made undesir- 
able by the sporadic factory. f 

This statement applies to the Jamaica 
Bay locality of Brooklyn and the Bronx 
and Staten Island. as much as to 
Queens. The zoning law contemplates 
that these industries shall locate in 
Places especially set aside for them. 
These are Idcalities already so used, or 
other suitable localities along water- 
ways, near railroads or where the land 
is low and unsuitable for residénces. 
Since the law went into effect new fac- 
tories have been -compelled to go into 
suitable locations. This has caused no 
complaint, because their owners have as 
a rule desired to comply witk the reason- 
able demands of the city, and if the zon- 
ing law had been in force twenty years 
ago it would have meant that factories 
would today be segregated in more suit- 
able localities where they would cause 
less injury to residential districts than 
they do today. 

The. zoning law and maps have three 
use districts—residential, business and 
unrestricted. Experience has shown that 
there opght to be four, viz. : residence, 
business,. light industry and heavy in- 
dustry. Many*of the light’ industries 
can properly ‘be carried on near the traf- 
fic and business centres, but héavy in- 
dustries, including those which create 
noise, fumes and smoke, should be put 
in selected districts where they are the 
least injurious. This subject will some 
time undoubtedly receive the attention 
of the Board of Estimate.

From. this tabulation it appears that 
in no year since 1914 has ‘the dollars 
and cents. valuation of permits ex- 
_ceeded that of the March valuation for 
1920. In 1914 the estimated: valuation 
per city was: larger. However, ‘taking 
into consideration.-index -values of the 
purchasing power of the dollar, it is 
evident that the actual amount of bulfld- 
ing per city has in the past eclipsed the 
1920 amount. But another considera- 
tion enters into this, namely, that as. 
you increase the number of eifies on 
‘the list, of necessity you add cities of 
smaller population’ whose permits nat- 
urally would run smaller volume, thus, 


in a measure compensating for lessened 


returns for the dollar. 


The average value of permits per city 
for March, 1920, is. $784,000, as com- 
pared to an average valuation of $585,- 
000 for February and $610, 000 for Janu- 


ary.

Only 25 cities out of 203 show losses as

Substantial gains over February . ac- 
tivity are shown in -Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Washington, D, C.,- Atlanta, 
Chicago, .Des Moines, Louisville, Balti- 
more, Boston, Lowell, Detroit, Minne- 
apolis, St. Paul, Kansas City, St. Louis, 
Newark, Buffalo, Akron, Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus, Toledo, Philadelphia, Milwau- 
kee and in every borough of New York 
City excepting the Bronx, which shows 
a slight loss. 

Contracts awarded during March -as 
reportéd by the F. W. Dodge Company 
bear out. the evidence of building. per- 
mits in showing increased volume for 
March.

*s/BUILDING MOVE NEEDED 


} But One Fire, Loss.le Worse, Than 
a Construction Project 
Abandoned.

A housing shortage so acute that the 
very social fabric of a country may be 
threatened, is the great. present day 
problem confronting us. With the neces- 
sity for: building increased a .hundred- 
fold, in order to catch up with the rise 
in population, conservation of the na- 
tional resources is likewise a paramount 
Jissue.. So. necessary. is the permanence 
of every item in building work that pro- 
tection from. fire of every ‘inch of com- 
pbustible material that goes into the con- 
struction of a home must be effected, 
if living conditions are to be made more 
endurable and the cost of housing re- 
duced. - ‘ 

Only 20,000 tew houses 1 were built in 
1918. There should have been twenty 
times that many. ? 

A bit better was 1919, with 70,000 dwell- 
ings completed, according to the esti- 
mates by the U. 8S. Housing Corpora- 
tion. But still the increase in popula- | 
tion is far outstripping the building 
program for new houses, While in 1800 
an averagé of 110.5 families occupied 
each 100 homes, today that figure has 
mounted tp 121 families for every 100 
dwellings. ~Hence, the present acute 
congestion, 

With a conservative estimate of 27,+ 
900,000 families in 1925, the great hous- 
ing shortage ‘will continue _Uniess build- 
ing in all parts of the ‘country incréases 


of the: construction business. ¥ 

If only the current. number of Tatiiniie 
are constructed. each year. for the next 
five years, 409,500 dwellings must be 
built, and the congestion will reach 129.6 
families per hundred homes, or two 
families in:every fourth house. 

Merely to”keep up with the increasing 
number of families and in no way al- 
leviate the present congestion, 2,139,000 
fiomes have to be.constructed before 
1926, while a return to the pre-war: con- 
ditions of 115 families per 100 homes 
means the building of 3,840,000 awellings 
in that. period. 

These figures become all the . more 
startling when it is considered that they 
include the building work necessary’ for 
inerease in population only. They do 
not ihelude the construction necessary 
to ope with the enormous yearly resi- 
dential fire losses, which are the equiva- 
lent of 18,000 homes, valued at $5,000 
each, totally destroyed. Nor do they 
include the large number of homes 
abandoned or ‘demolished to make way 
for new building work.
